e telegram which Lorp ROTHSCHILD read from the two eminent 
oreligionists referred to. No; it was something far other, but we 
would fain hope no less groundless, that induced two-thirds of those 
deputies who were present on Sunday to contimue the ramshackle 
arrangement, outraging and prejudicing in principle that quality 
by which alone the Deputies derive any power (or indeed right) to 
invoke the Government in behalf of Jews on any subject. And 
it is so far creditable, we admit, that the real reason for the decision 
of the Deputies was not openly set forth. But the implication was 
clearly there all the same. It was the fear that the gentlemen who 
comprise the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association are 80 
consumed of their own amour propre that, if the Deputies 
decided to conduct foreign affairs independéntly, the gentle- 
men of the Council referred to would prove themselves 60 
disloyal to the community, and so negligent of Jewish interests 
here and abroad, as to “queer the pitch” of the Deputies by 
themselves waiting upon the Foreign Minister with “griev- 
ances and recommendations.” It was the fearful prospect of 
Sir STUART SAMUEL repairing to Downing Street, vid Whitehall, on 
some world-shaking errand, and descrying Mr. CLAUDE MONTEFIORE 
proceeding from the Green Park on an identical mission, with the 
distressing picture of a distracted LucIEN WOLF gyrating in the 
middle distance, that was before those sixty Deputies! We feel 
sure, however, if was to take a wholly erroneous estimate of 
the Council of the Association to believe that its members 
would act in a manner so utterly condemnable, and thus 
make a holocaust of all their professions of care for the 
Jewry. To assume anything of the sort in 
regard ‘to Mr. MONTEFIORE and his colleagues was, we make no 
doubt, to do them an inexcusable wrong; and we are surprised 
that deputies who must know them better than this personally, 


should have thought of them, in their corporate capacity, in so- 


disparaging a manner. That the President of the Deputies regarded 


‘the joint arrangement as of so little consequence to the conduct of

foreign affairs that he did not think it worth while to leave any 
word of guidance to his colleagues on the subject, is significant. A 
communication upon the matter from him would have been as proper 
asthe telegram from the two gentlemen upon which Lord ROTHSCHILD 
relied as fit argument, was manifestly improper. Significant, too, is 
the fact that as many as thirty deputies voted against renewing the 
“ Treaty''—and they are among the most virile and Jewish-spirited 
of those who as deputies represent the views of the community. 


“An Anti-' Foreign’ Jew Association.” 

WHAT must chiefly strike anyone about the speeches delivered 
at the annual general meeting of the League of “ British" Jews last 
week, is the underlying vulgarity of most ofthem. For what could be 
more essentially vulgar than for a number of nouveau British (as even 
those with the longest British lineage among us necessarily are by 
comparison) ostentatiously to parade their Britishry, and to decry 
and sneer at other Jews who by accident of birth, or other circum- 
stances, are still legally aliens? The case is all the worse, seeing 
that if was Jews thus condemning fellow-Jews, and, in such times as 
these, inferentially at least, declaring them to be disloyal and noisy 
persons with whom association, even in Jewish communal work, was 
undesirable. And it is none the better when we find the 
men guilty of this bétisse just. members of the  com- 
munity who, because of the opportunities afforded them by 
education, association, and upbringing should be foremost in 
setting the example of a lofty sense of brotherhood and a 
high appreciation of the duties and obligations of Jews. None 
of the speakers at the meeting ventured any concrete details upon 
which their complaints were felt to be grounded, but almost all of 
them indulged in diatribes at large against the “foreign” Jew in our 
midst. These gentlemen evidently forget many things. They forget 
that they themselves are so nearly related to “ foreign” Jews—Jews 
who settled in this country but were born abroad—that their animad- 
versions come perilously near to fouling their own nests—a process 
proverbially attributed to unclean birds. They forget that nothing 
is calculated to vex and annoy the unhyphenated Britisher 
more surely than .such insistence as that in which these 
hyphenated gentlemen constantly indulge, concerning their 
unimpeachable Britishry. They forget tiat what anti-Jewish 
feeling of any consequence there is in this country is directed 
not against the so-called “ foreign” Jews, but against these super- 
“ British" Jews and those like unto them, because their loud pro- 
testations of British sentiment have become suspect—the man whose 
liver is healthy is never found boasting of freedom from liver trouble! 


They forget—but why pursue the argument, seeing that these 


gentlemen forget so many things that they forget themselves! And 
what is all the pother really about? Their vanity is wounded when 
they see others—new-comers among us, and not even wealthy—being 
regarded as communal leaders, while they, bearing names that for a 
generation or so have been associated with communal. chieftainship, 
are ignored. But whose is the fault, except their own ? They have set 
themselves persistently against poptlar sentiment, and have chosen

as the gauge of Jewish fellowship not Judaism, but Englishry.

A Disgraceful Traffic.

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 
FROM MY NOTE BOOK.

In a Jewish State, at least in a State amenable to Jewish law, I 
imagine that it would not have been possible for a man with the record 
of Sir Edward Carson to be raised tothe Judgment Seat. I need scarcely 
say that I allude not in the least to his politics. Indeed, at many points 
in sheer political profession, I am in sympathy with the new lord. I 
refer to the part he took prior to 1914 in fostering revolutionary 
propaganda against this country, and in holding a vast number 
of those who should have been loyal to King and Constitution, 
to oaths of fidelity to revolt against their authority. In a 
book published some months ago by Colonel Repington, that 
gentleman records a visit he paid to some house at which Sir Edward 
Carson was also a visitor. And hé tells of a conversation he had with Sir 
Edward, in the course of which Sir Edward told Colonel Repington 
that, but for the intervention of the King, he and others had been on the 
point of being arrested for treason. He added that he was prepared to 
order the seizure of the customs in the north of Ireland by his followers, 
who, metaphorically speaking at least, were prepared to kick the King’s 
crown into the Boyne. 


Now, it may be that revolution and the right to rebel are the witime 
ratio of every conception of political freedom, that there are occasions 
when revoluttion is a virtue and when the general opinion of the world 
excuses violence and even bloodshed in its pursuit. If there is no other 
means of righting a great wrong, of releasing people from an unendurable 
oppression, of shielding them from intolerable persecution, then there is 
not only ®very excuse, there may be even justification for revolution. 
And I do not suggest here either that Sir Edward Carson had no 
justification or that he had any, in the. course which he pursued 
in Ulster some yearsago. But although it is picturesque to see a poacher 


turned gamekeeper, it is disquieting in the extreme to see a rebel turned 


into a Judge—a man who, himself having fostered rebellion, may be called 
upon to punish rebellion in others. 


A Jewish Service. 


if we had what I have for lack of a better term called a 
Jewish Conscience in this country, the Deputies of British Jews 
last Sunday, instead of debating with an earnestness worthy of a better 
cause the question of constituting a committee in such a way asto placate 
the inordinate self-love of certain individuals, would have passed a 
protesting resolution against the degradation caused to the justiciary of 
this country by the then impending transference of Sir Edward Carson to 
the position of alaw-lord. The Deputies could have eminently justified 
such a course of action by their very rightful claim to represent people in 
this country who look upon Law and Justice as their peculiar heritage, and 
whose duty it is to keep their administration pure and unsullied, and 
above all respected by those who come under their gis. 

The Deputies, by the by, could have pointed also to the fact that this 
is not the first appointment to judicial posts of one who in his life dis- 


tinguished himself by bis-determination to contravene the law and to 


upset order, while by such action they would have been doing true 
service as Jews to the State. Surely nothing higher could be desired by 
them. Doubtless, Lord Carson will, so far as learning and ability are 
concerned, prove a tower of strength to the judicial equipment of the 
country. But the justiciary needs. even more than knowledge and 
learning that moral force with which it cannot be invested if those 
peopling it have in their lives distinguished themselves by illegal conduct. 


The Late Mark Moses. 


There are many who do.not sympathise with the purposes of the 
institution with which the late Mr. Mark Moses was most prominently 
associated. The Federation of Synagogues has always (and with good 
reason) been looked at askance by the community. It was formed by the 
late Lord Swaythling, either in obedience to the obstinate cantankerous- 
ness which was with him so prominent a characteristic, or else in leference 
to his political opinions as first the candidate, and then the member of 
Parliament for, the Whitechapel division. Perhaps there was a good 
deal of both considerations present to the late lord’s mind, whl he 
brought into being the amalgamation of the ‘“Synagogueites” in 
the East of of London. Let us hope that there is nothing more question- 
able than respect for the work of his father and a desire to preserve his 
memory in his chief communal work, that induces the present Lord 
Swaythling to maintain this segregative institution in our midst. 


Still, if cannot be denied that the institution as such, does a certain 
amount of good which, as was said the other day (paradoxically enough), 


' it ought not todo. Besides, whatever views we may hold as to the use- 


fulness of the Federation, nothing but praise can be given to those who 
devote themselves, as did the late Mr. Moses, to its service and 
through its service to the religious demands of our East End brethren. 
Mr. Moses was a communally-minded man who loved communal work for 
its own sake. He was, of course, a man limited both in attainments and 
in his capacity to place into proper perspective the chief activity in 
which he was engaged. Still, I for one, desire to seizé the opportunity 
which his passing away affords to pay to his life-work a humble 
tribute, because of his devotion to his coreligionists. That is a quality 
sadly lacking among us to-day—the Moseses are few who prefer to reside 


aloft in the mount, rather than to engage in the worship of the golden 
calf in the plain beneath.

In his way, Mr. Mark Moses was an idealist. For he idealised 
public work, and not only communal work, as his labours in the citizen 
institutions, of which he was a member, go to show. Above all, and 
again with all his limitations, he always seemed to me—and I had many 
opportunities for judging him—to be a man of much singleness of purpose, 
and one who, if he had any axe to grind, succeeded in hiding it from the 
ken of men. Formy part, I think that he reaily had none ; if only because 
my estimate of him in that respect accords with that of so many who knew 
him much more intimately than I did, and I do not believe that he had the 
powers, even if he had the disposition, necessary for successfully 
curtaining his true purpose from the publiceye. We may rest assured, 
then, that his work, the work of this “foreign” Jew—the term in which 
the President of the Federation of Synagogues would, when up West, 
refer to his late colleague—was for the sake ot” ne work, and he spent 


himself in labour for his fellows, because of the spirit within him that 
moved him so to do.

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OBITUARY. 


MR. MARK MOSES, J.P. 


Much regret is felt at the death, last rye as his — 
seventh year, after an illness of some duration, of Mr. Mark Moses, J.P. 


The deceased was born at Thcren in 1855, andcame to England when 
he was eight years old. 
Asa young man, be began to 
show an interest in public 
affairs, and came more promi- 
nently into notice by the evi- 
dence he gave before the 
Royal Commission on Sweat- 
ing. He joinedin the success- 
ful efforts for the reduction of 
the hours of labour in the 
tailoring industry. When he 
was in business, he rendered 
useful service as Treasurer of 
the Master Tailors’ Associa- 
tion. 

Mr, Moses was one of the 
founders of the Federation of 
Synagogues, and the Burial 
Society of the Federation. He 
was the Treasurer of the 
Buria! Society since its incep- 
tion, and the great improve- 
ments effected in the 
Edmonton Cemetery bear witness to his devoted workin that department. 
The first Chevra Tehillim was formed in connection with the Princes 
street Synagogue thirty-two years ago, and during thé whole of that time 
Mr. Moses acted as its President. For thirty-six years he was President 
if the Old Castle Street Synagogue, transferred some years ago to Philpot 
Street. He represented the Federation on the Deputies of British Jews 
and on the Conjoint Flour Committee. He likewise represented the 
Federation on the Board of Shechita, and some time ago was elected a 
Vice-President of that body. One of his last public services was rendered 
in connection with obtaining modifications of the Bye-Laws Regulating 
Slaughter-houses. Mr. Moses was a member of the Committee of the 
liome for Aged Jews, and did particularly valuable work as a member of 
the Investigation Committee. He took a deep interest in the establish- 
ment of the Reading Synagogue in 1900, and laid one of the foundation 

tones at the consecration. 

He became Financiai Representative of the New Synagogue, Great 
St. Helen’s, in 1901, and Warden in 1903, a position he held until the 
closing of the synagogue in 1911. On the removal of the New Synagogue 
to Stamford Hill, he was elected one of the Wardens. in 1915, an office 
ie held until his death. In this position he displayed great tact.in 
Larmonising the different elements that manifested themselves in the 
consolidation of a large congregation. 

Mr. Moses also identified himself with civic and educational activities 
i, the East End. For some years he was Chairman, and latterly Vice- 
Chairman, of two groups of Council Schools in Whitechapel. He wasa 
inember of the Whitechapel Board of Guardians for about twenty years, 
a member of the Stepney Borough Council for a similar period, and served 
for a time as Chairman of the Health Committee. Mr. Moses was a keen 
politician. He held the position of Treasurer of the Whitechapel Liberal 
Association for twenty-five years, and.on his retirement from that office 
last year he was presented with a testimonial. In 1909 he was appointed 
a Justice of the Peace for the County of London. He was also the 
Treasurer of the Stepney Chamber of Commerce. Mr. Moses is survived 
by five sons and four daughters. 


THE FUNERAL. 


The funeral on Sunday afforded striking testimony to the esteem in 
which Mr. Moses was heldin North-East and East London. 50 prolonged 
were the obsequies that, beginning at half-past one in the afternoon with 
the removal of the body from the deceased's residence at Stamford Hill, 
it was nearly seven o'clock before the mourners returned thither. The 
cortége, which consisted of about one hundred and fifty carriages, 
and attracted considerable attention en route by its length, first 
proceeded to the Philpot Street Synagogue, into which the 
body was taken. where a special service was held, and Hespedim 
were delivered by Dayan Chaikin and Rabbi Dr, Jung. It was 
then taken for interment in the cemetery of the Federation 
at Edmonton. A slight détour was made in order that the cortége 
might pass the New Synagogue, where a halt was made. The doors 
of the synagogue had been thrown open, enabling all present to see 
the interior. On-the steps leading to the synagogue stood the Ministers 
and the Executive. The Rev. Il. Shapiro chanted the Haskarah, and 
the Rev. 8. Levy, M.A., recited an appropriate Psalm. Long before the 
arrival of the cortége at Edmonton Cemetery a very large crowd of 
sympathisers had gathered to participate in the final rites. Memorial 
addresses were “delivered by Dayan 8. I. Hillman and Mr. G. Rossen. 
The burial service was conducted by the Rey. J. Adelman, of the Philpot 
Street Synagogue, and the Revs. 8. Levy and I. Shapiro. All the 
institutions, religious, philanthropic, communal and parochial, on which 
Mr. Moses had served, were represented.

SOME TRIBUTES. 


FROM THE REV. J. F. STERN. 


The death of Mark Moses is deeply, felt throughout East London. 
This was abundantly manifested by the vast gathering of all sorts and 
conditions of men that filled the spacious Philpot Street Synagogue, of 
which he was President, when last Sunday afternoon his remains 
were brought home to East London, to rest for a brief.while in the 
sanctuary of the Federation. with which he was so closely associated. 


- Next to the first Lord Swaythling, its founder, Mark Moses was the most 


prominent of the Federation's leaders, and an_.energetic champion of its 
interests.. East Londoners seemed to regard him as an institution rather 
than as an individual. They pluralised him even as he pluralised himself, 
and if they could notimprove upon his surname they feltthat their : 
tion of the many parts he played in our Communal life as a representa- 
tive of East End Jewry entitled him to some desiguation of their 
own selection, so to them he was known as Marks Moses. But even the 


devotion of a Marks Moses could accomplish little to weld. the. numereus.

Synagognes of the Federation into an integral part-of the-Community, 


so that unless the life of a congregation is to be measured by 
the strength of its Burial Society and by the interment of its 
dead in a Cemetery of its own, the Federation cannot be said 
to have developed along the lines projected by its founders, and 
its place in the communal orginisation has long since been taken by 
the Council of the Jewish Friendly Societies, which is now regarded ag 
the representative body of the Jewish democracy in the metropolis. The 
Lodges of the Societies have usurped the power and influence of the 
synagogues of the Federation, because the congregations of the synagogues 
have stood still and looked on, very prayerfully no doubt, while the 
Friendly Societies have worked and forged ahead and become a power in 
the community with which communal leaders have to reckon with, and 
at times to cajole and conciliate if they desire to gain the sympathy and 
support of the masses of East London. Even the Great Synagogue in 
Philpot Street, with so prominent a lay worker as Mark Moses 
undoubtedly was at its head, has never displayed during. the 
thirteen years of its existence any real activity as a communal 
centre, so that the Welfare Committee of the United Synagogue 
have itin contemplation to approach the Federation with a view of locating 
at this synagogue the new minister to be appointed for work in East 
London in the same way, as under the auspicesof the United Synagogue, 
a Centre has now been opened under the charge of a Welfare Com- 
mittee minister. at the other Great Synagogue of the Federation in 
Bethnal Green. Butevenif the Federation has not realised all the hopes 


that a man with the broad outlook on the life around him that character. © 


ised Mark Moses must have dreamed for it, it cannot be gainsaid that his 
personal example as an indefatigable worker in the administrative and 
charitable life of his community and in the educational and civic work of the 
Borough in which he spent the greater part of his busy life, wasa valuable 
asset which gained for his people as well as for himself a place in the esteem 
and good will of themany respective menand women ofall classes and creeds 
with whom his public duties brought him into friendly relations. ‘‘ Example 
is a living law, whose sway men more than all the written jaws obey.” 
In his work as a school manager and a Poor Law Guardian in White- 
chapel, Mark Moses was ably seconded by his daughter, Miriam, who 
shared many of his public interests, as well as since the death of her 
mother which took place some years ago while the family was still 
resident in East London, presiding over, and contributing all that-a 
devoted daughter could to the happiness of the home life of her father, 
“Sweet is the sleep of the worker.” 


FROM THE Rev. 8. LEVY, M.A. 

The deceased was ever at the service of his people, became covery- 
body's lawyer, ready with advice and guidance, and in his position on 
public bodies was ever watchful of the interests of Jews and Judaism, 
Through his death, the community has lost a useful public worker, and 
the East End in particular has abundant reason to mourn his passin 
‘away as a severe loss creating a distinct gap which it will be extremel 
dificult to fill.

The passing away of Mr. Mark Moses has come as a shock to those | 


who, like myseif, have been associated with him for so many years, and 
has created, as-far as East London is concerned, a void which it will take 
a very long time to fill. One of the features which will aiways be 
associated with him was the intense interest he displayed in all 
matters appertaining to improving those by whom he was surrounded. 
No matter how poor they were or the extent of their trouble, they always 
seemed to have the entrée into his home, andit was very seldom that they 
went away without usefal advice aad assistancs. But valuable as thi 
part of his work was, it was in his public work, I think, that he rendere 
his greatest service, whether it was as a Schoo) Board Manager, on the 
Board of Guardians, or as a Trustee of some of the charitable institutions, 
of which several exist in the borough tof which, for a long time, he wag 
the only Jewish representative), or whether it was his work on thé local 
Borough Council, where he rendered the greatest service. One is glad 
to say that there is not a society or an organisation in the locality to-day 
where, thanks to the almost excinsive pioneering work done by our late 
friend, Jews are not welcome. This happy result has been achieved by 
our friend, who was never unminidful of the interests of his coreligionists, 
but at the same time recognised that the duty of a public man was to 
serve the interests of all, and not merely those of any one section, 
East London can ill affordat a time like'the present to spare one who, by 
his ability and by a keen sense of fairness and justice, has done so much 
to improve local conditions. And altbough there is still much to be done, 
yet, thanks to the work of him who has gone, the district is considerably 
improved from what it was when he first took upon his shoulders the 
work of improving the conditions of his fellow-citizens. His relatives 
can thus take satisfaction in the recollection of a life that has been well 
spent in serving the interests of those who were not as fortunate as he, 
There are many who to-day will share with them their grief at the losg 
which they have sustained. |

ABRAHAM LUDVIPUL (Jaffa). 


Hebrew literature has suffered 4 severe loss by the death at Jaffa of 
Abraham Ludvipul. The deceased who was barely sixty years old, was 
regarded as one of the ablest Hebrew publicists. He began his literary 
life some thirty years ago and his knowledge, coupled with his lucid style, 
tended to make him one of the best journatists writing for the Hebrew 
language. He was the editor for several years of the now defunct 
Hebrew daily paper Hatzofeh, which was recognised as the best Hebrew 
daily ever published. He’was also responsible for some time for the pubii- 

-cation of the annual Hebrew miscellany Luach Achiosof. While studying 
in Paris he wrote a book in Hebrew dealing with the French Revolution. 
In addition to his literary career, he was also very active in Jewish 
communal affairs. As a member of the old Chovevi Zion, he visited 
Palestine some thirty years ago, where he remained for some time, and 
then returned to Europe. About fifteen yearsago he settied in Palestine, 
where he continued his literary efforts; and was one of the most promi- 
nent organisers of the new Yeshub. He was admired and loved by all 
sections of Palestinian Jewry, and his death is a loss that Palestine can 
hardly afford at this juncture.

Untoward Attack. 


From the Rev. J. F. STERN, Synagogiie House, Stepney, E.1. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


“ There is a reproof that is not comely ; and there ts a man that keepeth 
silence, and he is wise.” 


Sirn,—The words of Ecclesiasticus that I have placed at the head of 
this letter occur to my mind as appropriate to the protest that I feel 
constrained to make, through the medium of your columas, against the 
ill-timed and ill-conceived attack that | was grieved to hear from the lips 
of Dr. Jung in course of the tribute that he paid tothe memory of that 
notable East End worker, the late Mark Moses, around whose morta! 
remains a vast assembiy of our East End coreligionists gathered at the 
Philpot Street Synagogue on Sunday last. Those of us who were present 
on the mournful occasion had been deeply moved by the feeling wordsin 
which the Senior Minister of the Federation, Dayan Chaikin, had summed 
up-for us the lessons of the life which had been so ungrudging!y spent in 
the service of the Community, and which had been devoted so con- 
spicuously to that sp‘ritof brotherhood through which our departed friend 
strove throughout his public life to bring together, not only those rival 
factions within our own ranks, which at times have been divided on 
questions that have jeopardised the peace and solidarity of the Com- 
munity, but also through the positions he held on the representative 
bodies of the Borough of Stepney, to break down that prejudice that has 
far too long, but never more than in these troublous times, stood between 
Jew and non-Jew in our heterogeneous population of East London. The 
presence within the synagogue of prominent members of the United 
Synagogue side by side with those of the Federation, and of a number of 
representative Christian fellow-workers with whom Mark Moses had been 
closely associated in the Borough of Stepney, told more eloquently than 
any words of the place he held in the estevm of all sorts and conditions 
of mén. 


One would have thought that it would have been impossible in such | 


an assembly. gathered together. under the shadow of a bereavement 
felt by all who were present, for a public speaker and notably 
a minister of religion and a rabbi of distinction, so to mis- 
judge and misuse the occasion as to strike a note of discord 
which was altogether alien to the feelings of those whose presence 
betokened that, notwithstanding their differences, they were at one in 
their desire to do honour to the memory of him who had been the friend 
of all, and whose desire in life had been to unite all in the service of 
religion and in the cause of one common brotherhood. It was reserved 
for Dr. Jung to achieve this untoward purpose by importing inte his 


‘funeral address a very violent attack on the religious efforts of the workers 


of St. George’s Jewish Settlement, and on our coreligionists of West London 
who are responsible for the founding and maintenance of the Settlement. 
Dr. Jung’s undue laudation of the work of the Federation on the same 
occasion also challenges question and criticism which I shall resist as 
outside the purpose of this letter, But I cannot refrain from entering a 
strong protest against his bitter diatribe against those who do not see 
eye to eye with him on religious methods and religious externalities. It

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OBITUARY. 


MR. MARK MOSES, J.P. 


Much regret is felt at the death, last Saturday, in his sixt 
seventh year, after an illness of some duration, of Mr. Mark Moses, J.P. 


— 


The deceascd was born at Thcrep in 1855, and came to England when 
he was eight years old. 
Asa young man, be began to 
show an interest in public 
affairs, and came more promi- 
nently into notice by the evi- 
dence he gave. before the 
Royal Commission on 5W cat- 
ing. He joinedin the success 
ful efforts for the reduction of 
the hours of labour in the 
tailoring industry. When he 
was in business, he rendered 
useful service as Treasurer of 
the Master Tailors’ Associa- 
tion. 

Mr. Moses was one of the 
founders of the Federation of 
Synagogues, and the Burial 
Society of the Federation. He 
was the Treasurer of the 
Buria! Society since its incep- 
tion, and the great improve- 
ments effected in the 
Edmonton Cemetery bear witness to his devoted. work in that department. 
The first Chevra Tehillim was formed in connection with the Princes 
street Synagogue thirty-two years ago, and during thé whole of that time 
Mr. Moses acted as its President. For thirty-six years he was President 
if the Old Castle Street Synagogue, transferred some years-ago to Philpot 
Street. He represented the Federation on the Deputies of British Jews 
and on the Conjoint Flour Committee. He likewise represented the 
Federation on the Board of Shechita, and some time ago was elected a 
Vice-President of that body. One of his last public services was rendered 
in connection with obtaining modifications of the Bye-Laws Regulating 
Slanghter-houses. Mr. Moses was a member of the Committee of the 
ilfome for Aged Jews, and did particularly valuable work as a member of 
the Investigation Committee. He took a deep interest in the establish. 
ment of the Reading Synagogue in 1900, and laid one of the foundation 

tones at the consecration. | 

He became Financial Representative of the New Synagogue, Great 
St Helen’s, in 1901, and Warden in 1903, a position he held until the 
ciosing of the synagogue in 1911. On the removal of the New Synagogue 
to Stamford Hill, he was elected one of the Wardens in 1915, an office 
te held until his death. In this position he displayed great tact.in 
Larmonising the different elements that manifested themselves in the 
consolidation of a large congregation. 

Mr. Moses also identified himself with civic and educational activities 
i. the East End. For some years he was Chairman, and latterly Vice- 
(hairman, of two groups of Council Schools in White chapel. lie was a 
rember of the Whitechapel Board of Guardians for about twenty years, 
a member of the Stepney Borough Council for a similar period, and served 
for a time as Chairman of the Health Committee. Mr. Moses was a keen 
politician. He held the position of Treasurer of the Whitechapel Liberal 
Association for twenty-five years, and on his retirement from that office 
last year he was presented with a testimonial. In 1909 he was appointed 
a Justice of the Peace for the County of London. He was also the 
Treasurer of the Stepney Chamber of Commerce, Mr. Moses is survived 
vy five sons and four daughters. , 


THE FUNERAL. 

The funeral on Sunday afforded striking testimony to the esteem in 
which Mr, Moses was heldin North-East and East London. So prolonged 
were the obsequies that, beginning at half-past one in the afternoon with 
the removal of the body from the deceased's residence at Stamford Hill, 
it Was nearly-seven o'clock before the mourners returned thither. The 
cortége, which consisted of about one hundred and fifty carriages, 
and attracted considerable attention en route by its length, first 
proceeded to the Philpot Street Synagogue, into which the 
body was taken, where a special service was held, and Hespedim 
were delivered by Dayan Chaikin and Rabbi Dr. Jung. It was 
then taken for interment in the cemetery of the Federation 
at Edmonton: -A slight détour was made in order that the cortége 
might pass the New Synagogue, where a halt was made. The doors 
of the synagogue had been thrown open, enabling all present to see 
the interior, On-the steps leading to the synagogue stood the Ministers 
and the Executive. The Rey. I. Shapiro chanted the Haskarah, and 
the Rev. 8. Levy, M.A., recited an appropriate Psalm. Long before the 
arrival of the cortege at Edmonton Cemetery a very large crowd of 
sympathisers had gathered to participate in the final rites. Memorial 
addresses were “delivered by Dayan 8. I. Hillman and Mr. G. ‘Rossen. 
The burial service was conducted by the Rey. J. Adelman, of the Phi! pot 
Street Synagogue, and the Revs. 8. Levy and I. Shapiro. All the 
institutions, religious, philanthropic, communal and parochial, on which 
Mr. Moses had served, were represented.

SOME TRIBUTES. 


FROM THE REV. J. F. STERN. 


The death of Mark Moses is deeply, felt throughout East London. 
This was abundantly manifested by the vast gathering of all sorts and 
conditions of men that filled the spacious Philpot Street Synagogue, of 
which he was President, when last Sunday afternoon his. remains 
were brought home to East London, to rest for a brief -while in the 
sanctuary of the Federation with which he was so closely associated. 
Next to the first Lord Swaythling, its founder, Mark Moses was the most 
prominent of the Federation's leaders, and an energetic champion of its 
interests. East Londoners seemed to regard him asan institution rather 
than as an individual. They pluralised him even as he pluralised himself, 
and if they could notimprove upon his surname they feltthat theirapprecta- 
tion of the many parts he played in our Communal life as a representa- 
tive of East End Jewry entitled him to some of their 
own selection, so to them he was known as Marks Moses. But even the 


devotion of a Marks Moses could accomplish little to weld the. numerous: 
Synagogues of the Federation into an integral part of. :

so that unless the life of a congregation is to be measured by 
the strength of its Burial Society and by the interment of ita 
dead in a Cemetery of its own, the Federation cannot be said 
to have developed along the lines projected by its founders, and 
its place in the communal organisation has long since been taken by 
the Council of the Jewish Friendly Societies, which is now regarded ag 
the representative body of the Jewish democracy in the metropolis. The 
Lodges of the Societies have usurped the power and influence of the 
synagogues of the Federation, because the congregations of the synagogues 
have stood still and looked on, very prayerfully no doubt, while the 
Friendly Societies have worked and forged ahead and become 4 power in 
the community with which communal leaders have to reckon with, and 
at times to cajole and conciliate if they desire to gain the sympathy and 
support of the masses of East London. Even the Great Synagogue in 
Philpot Street, with so prominent a lay worker as Mark Moses 
undoubtedly was at its head, has never displayed during the 
thirteen years of its existence any real activity as a communal 
centre, so that the Welfare Committee of the United Synagogue 
have itin contemplation to approach the Federation witha view of locating 
at this synagogue the new minister to be appointed for work in East 
London in the same way, as under the auspicesof the United Synagogue, 
a Centre has now been opened under the charge of a Welfare Com- 
mittee minister. at the other Great Synagogue of the Federation in 
Bethnal Green. Butevenif the Federation has not realised all the hopes 
that a man with the broad outlook on the life around him that character. 
ised Mark Moses must have dreamed for it, it cannot be gainsaid that his 
personal example as an indefatigable worker in the administrative aud 
charitable life of his community and in the educational and civic work of the 
Botough in which he spent the greater part of his busy life, wasa valuable 
asset which gained for his people as weil as for himself a place in the esteom 
and good will of themany respective men and womenofall classes and creeds 
with whom his public duties brought him into friendlyrelations. “ Exam ple 
is a living law, whose sway men more than all the written iaws obey. 

In his work as a school manager and a Poor Law Guardian in White- 
chapel, Mark Moses was ably seconded by his daughter, Miriam, who 
shared many of his public interests, as well as since the death of her 
mother which took placc some years ago while the family was still 
resident in East London, presiding over, and contributing all that 4 
devoted daughter could to the happiness of the home life of her father. 
“Sweet is the sleep of the worker.” 


FrRoM THE Rev. 8. LEVY, M.A. 

The deceased was ever at the service of his people, became cvery- 
body's lawyer, ready with advice and guidance, and in his position on 
public bodies was ever watchful of the interests of Jews and Judaism. 
Through his death, the community has lost a useful public worker, and 
the East End in. particular has abundant reason to mourn his passin 
away as a severe loss creating a distinet gap which it will be extremel 
dificult to fill. :

The passing away of Mr. Mark Moses has come as a shock to those 
who, like myseif, have been associated with him for so many years, and 
has created, as far as East London is concerned, a void which it will take 
a very long time to fill. One of the features which will aiways be 
associated with him was the intense interest he displayed in ail 
matters appertaining to improving those by whom he was surrounded. 
No matter how poor they were or the extent of their trouble, they always ~ 
seemed to have the entrée into his home, andit was very seidom that they 
went away without usefal adivics.and assistancs. But valuable as thi 
part of his work was, it wasin his pabiic work, I think, that he rendere 
his greatest service; whether if was' as a School Board Manager, on the 
Board of Guardians, or as a Trustee of some of the charitable institutions, 
of which several exist: in the borough (of which, for a long time, he wag 
the only Jewish representative), or whether it was his work on the local 
Borough Council, where he rendered the greatest service. One is glad 
to say that there is not a society or an organisation in the locality to-day 
where, thanks to the almost exclusive pioneering work done by our late 
friend, Jews are not welcome. This happy result has been achieved by 
our friend, who was never unmindful of the interests of his coreligionists, 


. but at the same time recognised that the duty of a public man was to 


serve the interests of all, and not merely those of any one section. 
East London can ill affordat a time like the present to spare one who, by 
his ability and by a keen sense of fairness and justice, has done so much 
to improve local conditions. And altbough there is still much to be done, 
yet, thanks to the work Of him who has gone, the district is considerably 
improved from what it was when he first took upon his shoulders the 
work of improving the conditions of his fellow-citizens. His relatives 
can thus take satisfaction in the recollection of a life that. has been well 
spent in serving the interests of those who were not as fortunate as he, 
There are many who to-day will share with them their grief at the loss 
which they have sustained.

ABRAHAM LUDVIPUL (Jaffa). 


Hebrew literature has suffered @ severe loss by the death at Jaffa of 
Abraham Ludvipul. The deceased who was barely sixty years old, was 
regarded as one of the ablest Hebrew publicists. He began his literary 
life some thirty years ago and his knowledge, coupled with his lucid style, 
tended to make him one of the best journalists writing for the Hebrew 
language. He was the editor for several years of the now defunct 
Hebrew daily paper Hatzofeh, which was recognised as the best Hebrew 
daily ever published. He’was also responsible for some time for the publi- 

-cation of the annual Hebrew miscellany Luach Achiosof. While studying 
in Paris he wrote a book in Hebrew dealing with the French Revolution. 
In addition to his literary career, he was also very active in Jewish 
communal affairs. As a member of the old Chovevi Zion, he visited 
Palestine some thirty years ago, where he remained for some time, and 
then returned to Europe. About fifteen years ago he settled in Palestine, 
where he continued his literary efforts, and was one of the most promi- 
nent organisers of the new Yeshub. He was admired and loved by all 


sections of Palestinian Jewry, and his death is a loss that Palestine can 


hardly afford at this juncture.

An Untoward Attack. 


From the Rev. J. F. Synagogue Stepney, E.1. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


“ There is a reproof that is not comely; and there tis a man that keepeth 
silence, and he is wise.” 


Sirn,—The words of Ecclesiasticus that I have placed at the head of 
this letter occur to my mind as appropriate to the protest that I feel 
constrained to make, through the medium of your columns, against the 
ill-timed and ill-conceived attack that I was grieved to hear from the lips 
of Dr. Jung in course of the tribute that he paid tothe memory of that 
notable East End worker, the late Mark Moses, around whose morta! 
remains a vast assembly of our East End coreligionists gathered at the 
Philpot Street Synagogue on Sunday last. Those of us who were present 
on the mournful occasion had been deeply moved by the feelirg wordsin 
which the Senior Minister of the Federation, Dayan Chaikin, had summed 
up for us the lessons of the life which had been so ungrudging!y spent in 
the service of the Community, and which had. been. devoted so con- 
spicuously to that sp rit of brotherhood through which our departed friend 
strove throughout his public life to bring together, not only those rival 
factions within our own ranks, which at times have been divided on 
questions that have jeopardised the peace and solidarity of the Com- 
munity, but also through the positions he held on the representative 
bodies of the Borough of Stepney, to break down that prejudice that has 
far too long, but never more than in these troublous times, stood between 
Jew and non-Jew in our heterogeneous population of East London. The 
presence within the synagogue of prominent members of the United 
Synagogue side by side with those of the Federation, and of a number of 
representative Christian fellow-workers with whom Mark Moses had been 
closely associated in the Borough of Stepney, told more eloquently than 
any words of the place he held in the esteem of all sorts and conditions 
of men. 


One would have thought that it would have been impossible in such 
an assembly gathered together. under the shadow of a bereavement 
felt by all who were present, for a public speaker and notably 
a minister of religion and a rabbi of distinction, so to mis- 
jadge and misuse the occasion as to strike a note of discord 
which was altogether alien to the feelings of those whose presence 
betokened that, notwithstanding their differences, they were at one in 
their.desire to do honour to the memory of him who had been the friend 
of all, and whose desire in life had been to unite all in the service of 
religion and in the cause of one common brotherhood. It was reserved 
for Dr. Jung to achieve this untoward purpose by importing inte his 
funeral address a very violent attack on the religious efforts of the workers 
of St. George’s Jewish Settlement, and on our coreligionists of West London 
who are responsible for the founding and maintenance of the Settlement. 
Dr. Jung’s undue laudation of the work of the Federation on the same 
occasion also challenges question and criticism which I shall resist as 
outside the purpose of this letter. Bat I cannot refrain from entering a 
strong protest against his bitter diatribe against those who do not*see 
eye to eye with him on religious methods and religious externalities. It 
was as un-Jewish and uncalled for.

The Huogarian Terror. 
NO ALLEVIATION, 


Despite the promise of the new Hungarian Government to close 
the internment camps for Jews and Communists, the Government bas, 
at the last moment, decided to ksep them open. It has been 
ascertained that the Government tried to mislead the representative 
of the International Red Cross, who came to Hungary in order to 
investigate the terrible conditions of the camps, showing him only a 
section of a camp which had been specially prepared for the visit. The 
representative of the International Red Cross naturally expressed him- 


- gelf satisfied with the conditions of the camps. 


At the same time, Deputy Zakany, a member of the Christian 
Socialist Party, declared quite openly in the Lobby of Parliament that 
the conditions prevailing in the internment camps were absolutely 
indescribable. It had been found that the guards were beating. 
robbing, and even raping the interned. It was also discovered that several 
arrested Jews, who had been tried for deportation, were shot on their 
way tothe camps. Hundreds of Jews are interned in the camps without

been in some measure satisfied by the Balfour Declaration, the writer. 
asserts that the Jews are making full preparations to play the leading: 
role in all future wars. He declares that they have already captured the 
British General Staff and the Air Ministry, in which no less than nineteen 
staff officers are Jews. As forthe League of Nations, it is but the product 
of the Jewish Freemasons. The British delegates are either Jews or Jew- 
lovers. The Secretary-General, on the day of his arrival at Geneva, 
immediately called on the Chief Rabbi to assure him of his friendly 
sentiments. It is to be regretted that these attacks on the Jews are not 
confined to papers that are openly anti-Semitic. Even a paper of such 
standing as the Matin declared that the refusal of Mr. Lloyd George to 
follow France in its aggressive attitude towards Germany was inspired 
by Jewish financiers. These papers, when their calumnies are openly 
refuted, have not the decency or sense of honour to withdraw their 
scandalous accusations. 


Jewish Transmigrants in Constantinople. 


At the recent meeting of the Executive Committee of the Jewish 
World Relief Organisation Conference, held at Carlsbad, a memorandum 
on the position at Constantinople was presented by Dr. Toimkin, Director 
of the Jewish Immigrant Aid Society in that city, As the result of its 
geographical position, Constantinople has become a centre of transmigra- 
tion, and the societies in existence did little more than afford temporary 
assistance for thousands of refugees. Much more was’ wanted, not only 
to combat the white’ slave traffickers and the numerous swindlers who 
preyed on the unfortunate people, but also to assist the many Chaluzim 
who were on their way to Palestine, and to effect communication with 
the relatives of many of the immigrants. The Society has established 
housing and feeding departments, shipping bureaux, transmigrants 
shelters, a medical department, an information office, a post and telegraph 
communication department, and an employment bureau. It works in 
conjunctién with the American Red Cross and the Near Kast Relief Fund. 
In addition, it has opened a school for children of immigrants, d 
Chaluzim, while they are waiting to go -on further, are trained in 
agricultural work, and in the Hebrew and English languages. During five 
months of 1920, over 2,500 emigrants were helped by the Society, over 
6,000 provided with housing accommodation, and 50,000 dols. were 
received from relatives to aid the refugees through the. agency of the 
Society.— | COMMUNICATED. 


The Protocols Again Exposed. 

A further erposé of the origin and authorship of the Protocols of the 
Elders of Zion appears in La Tribune Juive, of May 14th. Itis from the 
pen of Mr. A. du Chayla, an officer of the Reserve of the Don Cossacks, 
and a member for some time of the Foreign Office Department of the 
General Staff of the Russian Army. Mr. Du Chayla has every right to 
be considered an authority on the question, as he was not only for four 
years a studént at the Theological Academy of Petrograd, but is the 
author of numerous studies in Russian culture, on religious problems, and 
on Slavonic questions. He was personally acquainted with Nilus, both of 
them being in 1909 residents in the Cloister of “ Optina Poustyne ” in the 
Government of Kalouga. Mr. du Chayla gives at length the evolution of 
the Protocols under the editorship of Nilus. The latter was a strong 
Nietzschian, a theoretical anarchist, and eventually developed into a 
mystic of the most extreme type. Mr. Da Chayla describes his astonish- 
ment when he was shown a copy of the French edition of the Protocols, 
with the elaborate preface, all of which he knew to be false. The 
publication has been the cause of numerous pogroms, and was distributed 
broadcast in the Ukraine and in the Crimea, and in the opinion of the few 
liberal-minded Russians who recognise the terrible consequences of its 
dissemination among fanatical and ignorant mobs, it is the duty of every 
honest and patriotic Christian to combat it by every means in their power. 


Mr. Kadoorie’s Gift to Constantinople. 
CONSTANTINOPLE [F.O.C,] 
The Jewish Hospital “Or-Ahaim,” one of the best of its kind in the 
Turkish Capital, has long been inadequate to cope with the enormous 
increase of cases. It has specially lacked facilities for dealing with conta- 
gious diseases, which are particularly prevalent at the present moment. 
Mr. E. 5. Kadoorie, of Shanghai, whose philanthropic efforts are renowned 
throughout the East, has undertaken to erect a number of spacious 
annexes for the hospital, to be devoted to infectious and contagious 
illnesses. These buildings, which will be known as the Kadoorte Founda- 
tion, are already in process of construction. They are designed on the 
latest and most hygienic plans, and will be of incalculable value to the 


numberless cases of illness among not only the community, but also 
the numerous refugees.

The Pogroms in the Ukraine: 
Proposed Defence Force. 


From Mr. A. M. KAIZER, Secretary, Federation of Ukrainian

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—I have read with deep interest the letter of Rabbi Yoffey, in 
which he proposes a universal day of mourning for the victims of the 
Ukrainian pogroms, in order to bring the matter more prominently before 
the notice of the nations, but I have no hesitation in saying that it is not 
a radical solution of the problems confronting us. 

' A day of mourning will bring still more impressively beforé the 
Jewish public the condition of the unfortunate people in the Ukraine, but 
it will not bring it before the nations ina sufficiently forcible manner to 
spur them on to action. Even were the facts thus emphasised, it is 
doubtful whether preventative measures would be instituted by “the 
nations who do not realise the disgrace in their tacit connivance in this 
bloody slaughter.” As a matter of fact, such a Memorandum, as Rabbi 
Yoffey suggests, has already been submitted by the Comité des Délégations 
Juives in Paris to the League of Nations, who have promised to 
deal with it at the next meeting of the Council of the League. The 
nations of the world are politically aware of the facts! Why then do 
they not act? Briefly, the reply is that there is no stable Government in 
the Ukraine to which protest can be made. It is true that the Ukraine 
is virtually under Soviet rule, but, as a matter of fact, it is governed by 
gangs of marauders, who run amok all over the country, before whom the 
Soviet Government is helpless. Apart from this fact, they hold aloof for 


political reasons, as they can only interfere at the risk of counter- 
revolution. 


The first solution which presented itself was to bring the Jews ont of 


the Ukraine, incurring and implying (1) enormous expenditure for the 
transport and maintenance of the emigrants; (2) overcoming difficulties 
of immigration; (3) solution of political difficulties ; and (4) an enormous 
demand upon charitable and philanthropic Jews of this and other 
countries. This was a hard task, but it failed in direct proportion to the 
failure of the Jewish communities to provide the organisations with 
money to carry on the work. Ruling out this solution, what alternative 
is there? There is one, and I offer it, knowing full well the difficulties 
in the way. Why should not the League of Nations send to the spot an 
Inter-Allied Commission, to be supported militarily by a Jewish defence 
force recruited from among Jews all the world over? The Commission 
would impartially investigate the facts; the defence force would willingly 
and gladly protect the Jewish population until order is restored and the 


roms have ceased. We know how the Jewish Legion was raised. . 


he knowledge of the atrocities committed by the Turks against the 
Jewish settlers in Palestine was the direct inspiration of the great rally 
then witnessed. Thousands of Jews in all parts of the world who have 
relatives in the Ukraine would at once flock to the Corps I suggest. 

The history of the pogroms is not yet concluded. I am aware from 
information in my possession, ag Secretary of the Federation of Ukrainian 
Jews, that pogroms are now being organised by a special body whose 
headquarters are in Constantinople, and whose ostensible political aim is 
the independence of the Ukraine, but whose hidden and real purpose is 
the extermination of Jews in the Ukraine. No Jew in the Ukraine is 
immune from the impending disaster, and only a Defence Force can 
insure his safety in the future. Only a measure of such a nature would 
radically strike at the root of the trouble—and would be the prevention 
of pogroms at the source.

ALIENS AT BRIXTON PRISON. 
Mr. H. 8. Q. HENRIQUES, K.C. (West London) reported that the 


- attention of the Lawand Parliamentary Committee had been drawn to the 


hardships to which aliens confined in Brixton Prison under deportation 
orders were subjected. The Visitation Committee of the United 
Synagogue had endeavoured to secure some alleviation, but had 
unfortunately not been able to do anything. He had accordingly 
sought an interview with the Visiting Justices and the Governor 
of the Prison, and had been accompanied by the Rev. A. 
Mishcon, to whom they were under great obligation. The difficulty 
arose from the fact that these aliens were treated in tha same 
way as persons under sentence, whereas, really their case was quite 
different. They were not like prisoners under remand, brought before 
a magistrate every: week, and in many cases could not speak English. 
They had no religious service. The United Synagogue had now promised 
to arrange one, and they had secured the concession that these aliens 
might be allowed to speak to each other while at exercise. He also 
referred to the continued refusal of the authorities of University College 
School to modify their regulation whereby preference for admission was 
given to the sons of British-born parents, which operated prejudicially to 
a large number of Jewish chiliren in the neighbourhood. Correspondence 
was proceeding. 
. Mr. ERNEST Lesser (United Synagogue) suggested that an effort 
should be made to interview the Council of the School on the matter. 
THE JOINT FOREIGN COMMITTEE ARRANGEMENT. 
The CHAIRMAN moved that the treaty with the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion as to the Joint Committee for Foreign Affairs bo renewed for one 


year. He said that this question affected not only the Jews here, but 
Jews all over the world whose interests were represented to the Britisi 


Foreign Office. They had to consider whether, if they rejected or accepted | 


this motion, they would hurt or benefit their brethren abroad. The fate 
of their fellow Jewsin Eastern Europe had beena very hard one, and the 
appeals made to the British Foreiga Office had been very many. It was 
very important that in the future these matters should be submitted by a 


recognised Jewish authority to which the Foreign Office had hitherto 


listened, and not by detached bodies. It would not be right ior the 
Deputies to jeopardise Jewish interests by failing to renew the treaty. 
They might be sure that the Foreign Office would say that if the Jews 
could not sufficiently sink their own differences so as to approach them by 
means of an accredited single authority, they would not pay them the 
same attention they otherwise would. He read a telegram signed by 
Baron Alexander Giinzburg and Mr. Sliosberg appealing in the name of 
Russian Jewry for a renewal of the treaty, and he begged the Deputies 
not to place themselves in the position of having their name execrated 


throughout Jewry, if by their action they found that an increasing — 


number of their demands were turned down. 

Mr. 8. E. DE HAas (Achei Brith) seconded the motion. He said he 
did so because he could see no alternative to the Joint Committee. I6 
had been urged that it was not right for a democratic body like the 
Deputies to be associated with an unrepresentative body like the Anglo- 
Jewish Association. But here they had a body that for the last fifty 
years had been associated with the Deputies in the prosecution of affairs 
for the amelioration of the hardships of their brethren in foreign countries, 
and he was not certain that the Deputies as constituted to-day was the 
best body to represent Anglo-Jewish opinion on these questions. He had 
been a member of the last Board and he knew the changes that had been 
brought about. 

Mr. MORRIS Myer asked whether it was in order for a Deputy to 
insult other Deputies. | 
| The CHAIRMAN said that it was not in order, and he urged members 
to confine themselves to the motion. 
3 Mr. De HAAS said that he had no intention of insulting anybody. He 
thought the treaty had borne good fruit and would continje to do so. He 
would deplore a situation under which the Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish 
Association would approach the Foreign Office independentlys’ Unless 
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pome better proposal was brought forward he was in favour of the con- 
Binuance of the treaty. 

Mr. P. Horowrrz (North-West London) said that whatever might 
be said of the present Board, it at any rate had a representative 
character. That was the essential issue in connection with the whole 
affair. Only a representative body could present the mass sentiment of 
the Jewish people otherwise it had no influence. The Foreign Office 
would listen to a representative body far more than a collation of bodies. 
It was on this democratic question that he opposed the motion brought 
forward. Upon what basis could they justify the privilege of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association to an equal voice with the Deputies in foreign affairs. 
Was it on the ground of numbers? There was hardly a Jewish Friendly 
Society that could not put on show a larger number of members. Was it 
its power and influence? Whatever power and influence it possessed it 
flerived from its connection with the Deputies. 


The CHAIRMAN pointed out that the Deputies had a large majority on 
the Joint Committee. 

Mr. HOROWITZ went on to say that if they were to have a collation of 
societies why should it be limited to the Anglo-Jewish Association. It 
had been urged that they wanted unity in the community. He did not 
think it could be attained by a continuance of the treaty. 

Mr. Horowitz's speech was here interrupted by the operation of the 
time limit which the Chairman applied amid some disorder 


Mr. JOSEPH PRaG, J.P. (Brondesbury) appealed for calm in the dis- 
enussion of this vital question which he declared was a very serious 
matter. The main argument used against the treaty was that the Anglo- 
Jewish Association was not a representative body. He urged that the 
Association was entirely representative of the work for which it was 
founded. It was founded for the purpose of dealing with the interests of 
those Jews who found themselves in countries where they were not so 
happily placed, and it was a noble effort on the part of the English Jews 
to combine all their forces for the benefit of these people. During 
the last fifty years it had carried on this effort. Moreover, the Anglo- 
Jewish Association was in alliance with other important Jewish organi- 
sations on the Continent, and possessed sources of information and an 
influence which it placed at the disposal of the Joint Committee. 

Mr. Prag’s speech was also interrupted by the time limit. 

Mr. MORRIS MYER (Cannon Street Road) said that he was the last one 
to be opposed to the unity of the Jewish community, but this treaty was 
neither a fair nor a strong basis for communal unity It had led toa 
great deal of controversy and misunderstanding. If they were for unity 
let them invite the Anglo-Jewish Association to be represented on the 
Deputies, and take partin their debates. They could then act on the 
Joint Committee as Deputies. They would thus have a straightforward 
situation. At present they had overlapping and misunderstandings. 


Mr. H. 8. Q. HENRIQUES, K.C. (West London) pointed out that the 
Anglo-Jewish Association could not join the Deputies without an 


alteration of the constitution. 


Mr. M. SHire (South Hackney’ «aid that the whole question turned 
upon representation. The times haa passed when a few rich Jews could 
represent Jewish interests. He contended that the Jews on the Continent 
knew the Deputies, but did not know the Anglo-Jewish Association. 


Rabbi Professor Dr. H. GOLLANCZ (Reading) urged that the treaty . 


should be renewed for the present, but that steps should be taken to 
carry out Mr. Myer’s suggestion. 


Mr. JoserH L. Conen, M.A. (Cannon Street Road) said that even if 
they accepted the view that the Anglo-Jewish Association were experts 
in foreign affairs, that was no reason why they should be accorded a 
privileged position. The continuance of the treaty would lead to constant 
friction and difficulties. If the Anglo-Jewish Association desired to be 
represented on the Joint Committee, let them obtain their mandate through 
a representative democratic body. He contended that the representatives 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association had been continually at variance with 
Jewish sentiments on important matters. 


Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN (United Synagogue) said that he was not 
concerned with abstract theories of democracy. The only. test which 
could be applied to this question was how they could render most effective 
help to their brethren. He had not heard a single criticism of the effec- 
tiveness of the Joint Committee. He believed that it had done work 


which no other body cquid have done as well and as successfully. By 
that test he proposed to give his vote. 


Dr. SAMUEL DaAIcHes (Leeds Beth Hamedrash) said that what he had 
heard from the Chairman had convinced him thas he would not be doing 
his duty if he voted for the renewal of the treaty. He was convinced 
that by voting for the renewal they would be voting against the interests 
of their foreign brethren. 


Mr. ANTHONY DE ROTHSCHILD (Bradford) asked whether they were 


prepared to scrap the machinery of the Joint Committee, and if so, were 
they in the position to replace it with anything better. No practical 
reasons had been urged against the renewal of the treaty and no 
reasonable argument had been advanced for giving the Deputies a 
monopoly of dealing with vital Jewish affairs abroad. 

Mr. 8. Moses, M.A. (Hampstead) moved the closure, which was 


carried by a large majority. The motion was then carried by 62 votes 
for to 30 against.

The CHAIRMAN presented the following report of the Joint Foreign 
Committee :— 

A Meeting of the Committee was held on April 27th, Sir Stuart M. Samuel 
Bart., in the Chair. There were also present:—Mr. FE. N. Adler, Dr. 5. 
Daiches, Mr. J. Prag, J.P., the Right Hon. Lord Rothschild, the Right Hon. 
Lord Swaythiing, Mr. B. 8. Straus, J.P., Sir Adolph Tuck, Bart. Mr. ©. G. 
Montefiore was absent owing to indisposition. 

The Committee had under consideration letsers from Palestine calling their 
attention to Article 129 of the Treaty of Sévres, and complaining that the effect 
of the Article would be to apply a religious test to nationality, to create & 
discrimination between foreigners in Palestine professing the Jewish religion, 
and those belonging to other religious communities, and to deprive 
British Jews habitually resident in Palestine of their present right, in common 
with all other foreigners, to retain their present nationality. The Article runs 
as follows :— 

Jews of other than Turkish nationality who are habitually resident, on 
the coming into force of the present Treaty, within the boundaries of Palestine, 
as determined in accordance with Article 95, will ipso facto become citizens of 
Palestine to the exclusion of any other nationality. ~ -: 

The Committee resolved by seven votes to one that a letter should be 
addressed to the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs asking that the Article 
should be reconsidered before the ratification of the Treaty with a view to 
ite modification, and that at least an option should be secured for foreign Jews 
in Palestine to retain their present nationalities. An amendment by Dr. 
Daiches proposing the adjournment of the consideration of the matter for eight 
days was pot seconded. tt was further resolved that before approaching the 
Foreign Office a draft of the letter proposed to be sent should be communicated 
to the Zionist Organisation, and that they should be invited to favour the 
Committee with an expression of their views thereon, 

The Secretary reported confidentially on the steps which had been taken to 
deal with the serious situation in Poland, reported to the parent bodies at their 
last meeting. It will be remembered that, owing to varions causes, some forty 
thousand Jewish refugees from the Ukraine and Soviet Russia are now, in 
Poland, and that the Polish Government have threatened to expel them across 
the Eastern Frontier unless they can be emigrated westward within a_period of 
three months. The Joint Committee, in co-operation with other Jewish organt- 
sations in this country and on the Continent, have recognised the necessity for 
prompt action, and have assured the Polish-Jewish Community that no effort 
will be spared by them to deal effectually and satisfactorily with the emergency 
that has arisen. The problem is, however, one of considerable magnitude, and 
it is doubtful whether the wishes of the Polish Government can be completely 
met within the time limit laid down by them. The Committee, however, trust 
that, in view of the plans they are pursuing, the Polish Government may be 
relied upon to assist them by extending the time limit if that should prove 
necessary. 

The resolation of the Board of Deputies inviting the Committee to work tn 
closer co-operation with the Comité des Délégations Juives in Paris was con- 
sidered. Itwas resolved to write to the Paris Committee stating that the Joint 
Committee was anxious to act in accordance with the resolution of the Board, 
and proposing that a Conference should take place between the Presidents of the 
two bodies. In order that all obstacles to a friéndiy understanding might be 
removed, it was further resolved to ask the Paris Committee for a statement of 
its policy on the Jewish national question in confirmation of the verbal state- 
ments made on its behalf in the course of the debate at the Board of Deputics on 
Aprill7. This resolution was passed by 5 yotes. to 1. 


The report was adopted without discussion, after a confidential 
supplementary statement had boen made by Mr. Lucien Wolf. 


THE JOINT PRESS COMMITTEE. 


The CHAIRMAN presented the following report of the Joint Press 
Committee :— 

Your Committee held its first meeting on the 4th May. There were present: 
Lord Rothschild, Lord Swaythling, Sir Staart M. Samuel, Bart., Mrs. Spielman, 
Mr. C. G. Montefiore; Dr. 8. Daiches, Messrs. E. Zeitiyn, J. Prag, 5. BE. de Haas, 
F. 8. Spiers, B. Cohen, and E. Sebag Montefiore. 

On the motion of Mr. C. G. Montefiore, seconded by Lord Swaythling, it 
was unanimously resolved that Lord Rothschild be Chairman of the Committee. 

At the request of the Committee, Mr. C. H. L. Emanuel agreed to act as Hon. 
Secretary of the Committee for the period of six months. 

It was resolved that the Bnai Brith, the Jewish Historical Society, and the 
Maecabeans be invited each to send two. members to the Committee, each body 
contributing to expenditure in accordance with the rules. 

The Committee considered a request that funds should be supplied for the 
expenses of circulating two pamphiets entitied *‘ America and the Jews’’ and 
° The New AntiSemitism’’ which had been prepared and printed under the . 
auspices of the Press Committee of the Board of Deputies by and at the expense 
of a gentleman who desired to remain anonymous. Resolved that the Committee 
should defray the expense of distribution up to the amount of £40, without 
otherwise assuming responsibility for the pamphlets. 

Suggestions for a further pamphlet were considered, but were not accepted. 

‘The Hon. Solicitor was instructed to make enquiries as to the identity of 
persons publishing a series of libels against the Jews, and to take other steps as 
regards publicity given to these libeis. 

Oa the motion of Lord Swaythling, seconded by Mr. Prag, it wasunanimously 
resolved that Mr. Lucien Wolf should be asked to act as Honorary Adviser of 
the Committee and be summoned to attend all meetings. 

Mr. Spiers brought to the notice of the Committee a series of popular 
handbooks about to be issued. The Committee resolved that while not dis- 
couraging the proposed issue, it was not inclined to take any part in the publi- 
cation, which was outside its scope. 

Attention was drawn to anti-Semitic references on the part of a certain 
person holding Judicial Office, and an instruction was given that bis utterances 
should be watched. 

The question of the utilisation of the Film Theatres for creating a better 
atmosphere on Jewish Affairs was considered. ' 


The report was adopted. | 

On the motion of Mr. M. DupPARc, it was resolved that in future 
the report of the Law and Parliamentary Committee should take precedence 
of other reports, subject to the discretion of the Chairman.

“ Gagging” the Deputies: A Protest.

bin,—The proceedings at last Sunday's meeting of the Board of 


Deputies during the discussion of the resolution to renew the treaty with. 


the Angio-Jewish Association with regard to the Joint Foreign Committee 
will hardly commend themselves to any lover of fair play or free speech. 


If ever there was a question which should have been thrown open to full . 


and free discussion in all its various aspects, it was surely this question 
which involved not only the principle of democratic control in essential 
affairs, but, as the Chairman pointed out in an inspired oration, might 
affect the millions of Jews in Eastern Europe as well as the future of the 
Jewish National Home in Palestine. Yet this was the occasion on which 
the Chairman thought fit to resuscitate an obsolete rule which had not 
been in practice for years, of limiting speeches to five minutes. Not 
only that, but instead of announcing this arbitrary decision at the open- 
ing of the discussion, he adopted the strange procedure of stopping me 
in the middle of my argument (I happened to be the first speaker in 
opposition) by telling me that my time was up, when the question of a 
time limit had not even been mentioned. 

Add to this, that a motion to closure the whole debate was rushed 
through immediately Mr. Anthony de Rothschild had concluded his 
speech in favour of the resolution, and when Mr. Israel Cohen was on 
his feet claiming the right to speak against it, and your readers will be 


able to appreciate the character of the discussion permitted and the - 


value of the decision arrived at. 


I am compelled to make this protest, through your columns, since all 
protests were ignored at the meeting. 


Jewish Infant Welfare Centre. 


ANNUAL MEETING, 


The annual méeting was held on Wednesday, at 46, Grosvenor Place, 
by kind permission of Sir Edward and Lady Sassoon. 

LADY SASSOON, President of the Centre, was'‘in the chair. She 
expressed satisfaction at the great and continued success of the work. 

Mrs. EICHHOLZ, in presenting the report, said that the co-operation of 
doctors, nurses, honorary workers, and the mothers, was always on the 
increase. . This was clilefly due to the fact that they had had the same 
staff since the opening of the centre. Stepney once had one of the highest 
death rates among the London Boroughs, but this had dropped last year 
from about a hundred to seventy-three per 1,000 in children under one 
year. This was largely due to the careful attention given to babies from 
birth at Welfare Centres and in their homes. 

Mrs. IRWELL, in presenting the financial report, said that the increased 
cost of maintenance still continued, and she earnestly hoped that those 
interested in the work would make every endeavour to increase their 
subscriptions and widen the circle of donors. 

Dr. MARY SCHARLIEB, O.B.E,, in proposing the adoption of the report 
and balance-sheet, said that these Infant Welfare Centres were among 
the most important institutions in the whole of London, and the Jewish 
Centre was one of the most successful. This work was of national 
importance. On the conditions in which we were born depended the 
vitality with which we could fight disease and oldage. The best means 
for securing the ante-natal and post-natal welfare of the race’ was the 
establishment of Infant Welfare Centres. Those who could not take an 
active part in this work should give it their financial support. 

Mrs. MODEL seconded the adoption of the report, and asked that all 
possible help should be given to this work, which was so greatly needed. 

The Rev. VIVIAN SIMMONS proposed the re-election of the honorary 
officers and committee. He said that ignorance and poverty were the 
greatest evils, and it was to remove ignorance that Infant Welfare Centres 
had been created. 

The Hon. Mrs. DENNISON, in seconding the re-election of the 
Committee, said that experience had shown the great benefit of an 
Infaut Welfare Centre, which was a beacon of light to the whole neigh- 
bourhood in which it was situated. It was important to have a Jewish 
Centre with Jewish workers. 3 

A vote of thanks to Lady Sassoon for lending her house was 
proposed by the Rev. V. Simmons, and Mrs. Model thanked the speakers, 
particularly Dr. Scharlieb and Mrs. Dennison, whose valuable support 
ghey werd so fortunate to have secured.

JEwisH COOKERY. 


MILK PUDDINGS FOR THE CHILDREN. 


Last week's recipes were of some puddings for children usable after 
meat. The following are recipes of puddings made with milk, and 
convenient for inclusion in a meat-free meal. 


CHOCOLATE FLUMMERY., 


Required: Milk, 1 pint; semolina, 2 oz, ; sugar, 1 oz. ; chocolate 2 02. ; 

white of one egg. 

METHOD.—Put the milk on to boil, chop the chocolate in small pieces. 
Place these in a basin, pour on a little of the hot milk and work the 
chocolate down quite smoothly with it. When the remaining milk is just 
at boiling point, sprinkle and stir in the semolina. Cook until it thickens 
and looks clear. Add the sugar und dissolved chocolate and mix well, 
Whisk the white of the egg toa very stiff froth and stirit in lightly. Torn the 


* mixture into a mould that has been rinsed with cold water. Leave it uantil 


quite cold, then turn out carefully, It can be served with boiled 
custard, but is quite good without, 


BANANA TRIFLE, 
REQUIRED: 6 bananas; jam; boiled custard, 1 pint; glacé cherries. 
METHOD.—Split the bananas through lengthways. Spread with jam, 
and put together again. Cut across, and arrange them at the bottom of 
a glass bowl. Pour over the custard, and decorate with glacé cherries. 


COME-AGAIN PUDDING. 
REQUIRED: 3 eggs; flour, 8 oz.: sugar, 4 0oz.; butter, 6 oz.; golden 
syrup, 3 tablespoonfuls ; baking powder, 1 teaspoonful. 
METHOD.—Beat the butter and sugar toacream. Sieve together the 
baking powder and flour, and add these with the lightly beaten-up eggs, 
and lastiy stir in the golden syrup, which should be slightly warmed. 
Mix thorotighly, turn into a greased basin, and steam for two. hours. 
Serve with syrup sauce. To make the sauce, heat 3 tablespoonfuls of syrup 
ina saucepan, add the juice of half a lemon, ant 2 tablespoonfuls of water. 


| ALEXANDRA PUDDING, 
REQUIRED.—Milk, pint; 2 eggs; sugar, 1.0z.; Vanilla; semolina,. 
2 0Z.; some jam. 

METHOD.—Bring the milk to boiling point, shake in the semolina, 
stirring the mixture all the time. Let it simmer gently in the milk until 
the particles become clear like glass. Then add the sugarand let it cool for 
a minute or so. Separate the yolks and white of the eggs. Beat up the 
yolks and add them tothe cooked semolina. Re-heat for a few minutes, 
without boiling, and add the vanilla. Put some red jam in the bottom of 
a glass dish, pour over the semolina mixture and leave until quite cold. 
Just before serving, whip the whites of the eggsto a very stiff froth, 
sweeten with sugar, and flavour with vanilla according to taste. Heap 
this meringue roughly all over the semolina and serve at once. 

N.B.—One pint of any kind of stewed fruié may be used instead of 
the jam. | 


MERTON PUDDING. 
REQUIRED: Macaroni, 41b.; boiled custard, 1 pint; some stewed 
fruit. 
MeTHOD.—Cook the macaroni in boiling Water until tender. Puta 
layer of any kind of stewed fruit at the bottom of a glass dish, well drain 
the water from the macaroni, put it on the fruit, and lastly pour over the 
custard. When quite cold sprinkle the top with hundreds and thousands

Mr. JosEPH was also present at the annual meeting of the Brondesbury 
Orphan Aid Society. He pointed out that though the society was 
only five years old, it had already contributed £900 towards the institu- 
tion. It had named a bed which would always be associated with the 
name of the society. It had presented a Succah and further, by its 
annual entertainments, it had been a source of great happiness to the 
inmates of the institution. Mr. Joseph referred to the financial needs of 
the institution, antl he suggested that some device like the matchboxes 
sold on behalf of the Dr. Barnado’s Homes, might be of value to the 
institution. They owed their bankers close on £20,000. The annual 
expenditure was £25,000, and they were appealing for £30,000. This 
appeal was delayed on account of industrial crisis, and the pressing needs 
of other charities. But he did not despair, though the futare seemed 
dark, and the institution looked to societies like theirs to enable them 
to carry on. Mr. Joseph paid a tribute to Mr. E. M. Solomon, the 
‘President, Dayan Lazarus, and Mr. J. Lambert, the Vice-Presidents, 
and Mr. H. L. Herbert and Miss Rains, the Treasurer and Hon. Secretary.

A: letter was read from Mr. Gustave Tuck thanking the Council for its 
vote of congratulation on the reconsecration of the St. John’s Wood 
Synagogue. 


REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Treasurers had drawn the attention of 
the Committee to the need for a clause in the Regulations of the Officials’ 
Superannuation Fund to show that the same was not applicable in the 
case of part-time officials. The Council were aware that the scheme 
could only be put on a sound footing by a very considerable annual 
expenditure on the part of the United Synagogue. On the motion of the 
Chairman, the following resolution was agreed to: 

The Regulations relating to the Superannuation Fund shal! not beapplicable 
where the office to which the person is appointed is not one to the performance 
of which be is required to devote the winele of his time. 


Permission was given to the Great Synagogue to elect Mr. Bernard 
Samuels to the vacant office of Secretary of the Synagogue; and to the 
New Synagogue to declare a vacancy for the post of Secretary. 

Application was made by the Board of Management of the New West 
End Synagogue for authority to provide additional seats, and to schedule 
such seats as permanent ones. The question of the rents to be charged 
for such seats was referred to a Schedule Committee. 

The Executive Committee reported the receipt of £1,000 from the 
Shechita Board in respect of the expenditure of the United Synagogue in 
connection with the Shechita work entailed by the Beth Din. 

The Council tendered cordial thanks to the Shechita Board for their 
practical recognition of the services which the Beth Din renders in the 
cause of Shechita, and resolved, on the recommendation of the Executive 
Committee, that grants from the £1,000 be made to Dayanim Feldman, 
Hillman, Lazarus, and Mendelsohn. 

The CHAIRMAN referred to an application from the Brondesbury 
Synagogue to increase the salary of its minister. He said that the 
progress of the synagogue was unique in the history of the United Syna- 
gogue, for during the sixteen years of its existence it had gone far beyond 
the sanguine hopes of its founders. In the year of its inception there 
were 379 seats occupied, and its income was £1,276. Now there were 875 
seats occupied, and its income had increased to £5,711. That was a 
tribute to the foresight of its founders and to its present leaders, but, 
above all, it was a tribute to its beloved minister, Dayan Lazarus (Hear, 
hear.) His ability, energy, and influence were well worthy of recogni- 
tion. The following recommendation was unanimously agreed to: 


That the salary of Dayan H. M. Lazarus be increased by £100 per annum, 
with effect from ist June, 1921. 


A report of the Building Committee, submitted by Mr. ISIDORE 
SALMON, O.B.E., O.C.C., was adopted, It comprised the overhauling of 
various synagogues, the reinstatement of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue, 
the progress in the building of the Brixton and Golders Green Synagogues, 
the re-decoration of the Great and Dalston Synagogues, the heating 


apparatus at the East London Synagogue, and the renovation of the 


exterior of the Brondesbury Synagogue. 

In responding to a vote of thanks to the honorary officers for their 
arduous services during the past two years, proposed by Mr. M. DUPARC, 

The CHAIRMAN said that he felt that the hon. officers did not possess 
all the virtues of their predecessors, but it was gratifying to know that 
their services had been appreciated by the Council. He paid a tribute to 
his colleague, Mr. Albert M. Woolf, O.B.E., for the services he was 
rendering to the Community on his world tour. He would convey to Mr. 
Woolf the Council’s appreciation of his valuable work. 


ELECTIONS AT CONSTITUENT SYNAGOGUES, 


Elections for the office of Warden, for representatives at the 
Council (including Financial Kepresentatives), and for Boards of Manage- 
ment, will be held next Sunday at the seventeen Constituent Synagogues. 
Judging by the nomination papers that have reached us there dees not 
appear to be much competition for the Wardenship ; but the other offices 
will be keenly contested. The agendas-of the general meetings that will 
take place concurrently with the electious show that only matters of 
purely local interest, mostly of a routine character, will be dealt with. 


The Book of Daniel. 


ITS PROBABLE DATE, 


The Rev. W. St. Clair Tisdall, D.D., read a paper on “ The Book of 
Daniel: Some Linguistic Evidence Regarding its Date,” at the Victoria 
Institute, Central Hall, on Monday, to prove that the higher critics are 
wrong in their calculation as to the date when it was written. The 
Book of Daniel, he said, “ might weil belong to somewhat the same time 
as the writing of the Assouan-Elephantine papyri. In some cases, the 
papyri being somewhat torn or worm-eaten, the date could no longer be 
read; but the number of documents in which these particulars were 
preserved was sufficient to show that they all belonged to the period 
between 500 and 400 B.c. Thus, taking Arthur Ungnad’s little collection, 
entitled ,“ Aramaische Papyrus aus Elephantine,” the first document—a 
letter from the Jewish community of Yeb (Elephantine) to Bagoas (in the 
original “ Bagohi”), Persian Governor of Juda, complaining in forcible 
language of the destruction of the Jewish Temple at Elephantine “three 

ears previously "—was dated “20th of Marcheswan, year 17th of Darius 
e King.” As Darius II. resigned from 424 to 405 B.c., it was not difficult

SUMMER SCHOOL. 


The Summer School for Teachers, which began so successfully last 
year at Oxford, will this year be held at Brighton, under the auspices of 
the Central Committee for Education and the Union of Hebrew and 
Religion Classes. The sessions will begin about the 25th July, and termi- 
nate at the end of the third week in August, in order to fit in with the 
Summer Vacation. The syllabus of the course will shortly be issued, 
and will include a regular series of lectures in Rabbinics, Bible Exegesis, 
Liturgy, Ibrith b’Ibrith, as well as a course of lectures on “ Bible Back- 
grounds: Bible Manners and Customs in Bible Lands and among Bible 
-Peoples.” All the lectures will be given in the morning, the afternoons 
and evenings being devoted to recreation and social activities. One of 
the finest achievements last year was the close spirit of comradeship that 
came as a result of a month of association and work together. It will be 
the endeavour of the organisers to repeat the opportunities which were 
afforded last year to broaden and deepen the experiences of those who 
desire to attend the course. As the accommodation at the disposal of the 
organisers is very limited, students—men and women—should apply 
immediately to the Secretary, Jewish War Memorial, 22, Great 5t. 
Helens, E.C,3. The applications will be dealt with in strict order as 
they are received. Students will be expected to contribute three guineas 
a week towards the cost of maintenance. Facilities for tennis and other 
sports will be afforded, and no pains will be spared to make the course as 
successful as possible.— (COMMUNICATED. | 


LEEDS COMMITTEE FORMED. 


A meeting was held on Monday at the Jewish Institute, North Street, 
at which there were present representatives of all the Jewish Educational 
Institutions in the’city. The Rev. Dr. J. Abelson, M.A. presided. 

The CHAIRMAN stated that it was the wish of the Jewish War 
Memorial Committee in London that there should be formed in Leeds a 
Central Education Committee which should be affiliated to the Jewish 
War Memorial in order to assist the latter in carrying out the Educational 
branch of their activities. There were several schools and Hebrew 
Classes in Leeds which were each of them working more or less 
independently of one another. It was therefore imperative that there 
should be formed one educational body whose duty it would be to super- 


*vise Jewish education in their locality, and to issue from time to time the 


nocessary reports to headquarters in London. 

Dr. S. BRODETSKY, speaking in support of the idea, stated that he 
hoped that the formation of such a general committee in Leeds would go 
a long way towards improving the present position of affairs which, from 
the educational point of view, was rather chaotic. , 

On the motion of Mr. 8. LUBELSKI, seconded by Rabbi H. HURWITZ, 
a resolution was adopted, that a General Committee for Jewish Education 
in Leeds and district be formed forthwith. 

Considerable discussion took place as to the position of the private 
Chedarim in the future, but the matter was left for further consideration. 

It was proposed by Mr. L. GOTTLIFFE, and seconded by Mr. A, 
FRIEDMAN, that the General Committee should consist of three gentlemen 
from each of the Executives of the four Hebrew educational bodies in 
Leeds, with power to co-opt. 


EDUCATIONAL CONFERENCE IN SOUTH WALES. 


A meeting of representatives of South Wales Congregations was held 
at the Park Hotel, Cardiff, on Sunday, to consider the formation of an 
Area Committee for South Wales, and to affiliate with the Central Com- 
mittee for Jewish Education. The Rev. H. Jerevitch, Messrs. I. Cohen, Leo 
Joseph, J. E. Rivlin, and Barnett Jacobs represented Cardiff; Messrs. A. 
Hyams, M. E. Jacobs, Leslie Jacobs, and L. 5, Abrahamson represented 
Newport; Mr. B. Miel represented Bristol; Mr. H. Rubinstein represented 
Lianelly ; and Mr. G. J. Ballin represented Brynmawr. Mr. L.S. Abraham- 
son, a member of the Executive ofthe Jewish War Memorial presided. 

The meeting unanimously agreed to form an Area Committee, having 
as its objects: 

1. To promote and safeguard the interests of Jewish education in co-opera- 
tion with the Central Committee for Jewish Education of the Jewish War 
Memorial. 

' 2. Td collect and record statistics of. Jewish children with a view of ensur- 
ing adequate provision of Jewish religious instruction for all Jewish boys and 
girls in the area. 

8. To conduct examinations and inspections periodically of the classes an@é 
institutions represented on the Committee, and to report to the Central Com- 
mittee for Jewish Education. 

As the Communities are widely scattered, a resolution was carried 
that the Area Committee appoint four Sub-Committees, with Cardiff, 
Newport, Swansea and Merthyr as centres with power to co-opt on the 
Sub-Committees non-members of the Area Committee. 

The delegates present formed themselves into a provisional com- 
mittee. Mr. Leo Joseph, J.P., was elected Chairman and the Rev. H. 
Jerevitch, Hon. Secretary. 

At the request of the meeting, Mr. B. A. Fersht undertook to com- 
municate with ali the communities in South Wales, giving a report of that 
day’s proceedings, and, on receipt of confirmation, the committee would 
again be summoned to elect officers to apply for affiliation and to consider 
plans by which the work should be carried out. 

The inclusion of Bristol with South Wales was left over until Bristol 
will have an opportunity to decide whether to form an Area Committee 
with other congregations in the South-West of England or to be associated 
with South Wales. 

Mr. B. A. FERSHT reported an arrangement with Mr. A. Hyams, of 
Newport, regarding the training of teachers. Mr. Hyams has undertaken 
to select several of the students from the Secondary School who either 
to-day feel disposed to the teaching profession, or who may be encouraged 
‘to do so, and to form a class to be held twice weekly where they will 
receive special religious instruction and training for teachers. 

The Rev. H. JEREVITCH expressed his hearty approval of the scheme, 
and assured the meeting that he, too, would take steps to interest 
several of the advanced students in or near Cardiff to join a class which 
he will conduct. . 

The meeting expressed a wish that the Rev. M. Segal, of Swansea 
(who was unfortanately unable to attend) should form a similar class. 
All present were convinced that this new step will help to solve a difficult 
problem. The experiment~should be watched with much interest,—

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SACRIFICES: THEN AND NOW.*

‘* Whatsoever hath a blemish that shall ve not offer ; fort shall not be acceptable 
for you.”’—Levit, 22, 20. 


The portion of Scripture, from which this text is taken, is under a 
cloud. It is usual nowadays to regard the Book of Leviticus with a 
certain degree of contempt, as something completely antiquated and no 
longer worthy of serious consideration. The sacrificial system which is 
detailed in its chapters represents a stage in religious evolution that has 
long been passed, and if we think of it at all it is with feelings of repug- 
nance. In marked contrast to this modern attitude is the interesting 
fact that in the Rabbinic code of instruction, Leviticus was selected as the 
first book of the Bible to be read by the Jewish child. ! 

There are at least two reasons why we cannot dispense with this 
section of the Scriptures. First, like the play “ Hamlet,” Leviticus is 
“fall of quotations.” Imbedded in these chapters dealing with obsolete 
rites there are some of the purest gems of ethical teaching. It is in 
Leviticus that we read “ Love thy neighbour as thyself”; “Be ye holy, 
for I the Lord am holy”; “Thou shalt not put a stumbling-block before 
the blind”; “Thou shalt not hate thy brother in thy heart.” But I 
would go farther than that and maintain that we still have need of this 
book just because it deals with the theme of sacrifices. 
| That these offerings of animals marked merely a stage in man’s 
religious development was clearly noted by Jewish teachers in all ages. 
Time afier time do the Hebrew prophets urge upon the people that God 
desires righteousness above burnt-offerings, mercy and humility above 
sacrifices, When the Temple was razed by the Romans and the ritual of 
the altar came to an end, Rabban Jochanan ben Zakkai consoled his 
disciples by telling them that good deeds would more than replace sin- 
offerings as a means of reconciling man and God; and it is over and over 
again emphasised by the Rabbis that prayer was an effective substitute 
for the slaughter of animals. If, then, these teachers attached importance 
to the Book of Leviticus, it was not due to lack of spiritual comprehension. 
Rather was it because they looked deeper than we. They perceived 
behind the sacrificial act ideas which enrich the soul of man and ennoble 
his conduct. That act, though crude in form, was the symbolisation of a 
spirit which must remain ever operative in human life. 

The prominent place held by sacrifices in the Pentateuch is often 
accounted for by supposing they were an attempt to wean the early 
Israelites from the practice of human offering so common in ancient 
times. Asa token of his gratitude, or to win the favour of his god, a man 
would offer up what was held dearest by him—his child. It wasa savage 
practice and evidenced a very iow degree of spiritual conception. True; 
but one must admire the devotion of a man who is willing to yield what 
is best loved by him at the call of faith. The deed may be horrible; but 
the spirit behind it was magnificent. | 

Now what the system of sacrifices in the Bible aimed at doing was to 
destroy the deed and preserve the spirit. To wish to express gratitude 
to God, the longing to gain His approval, to seek His forgiveness after 
wrong-doing—these are admirable motives. But the primitive Israelites 


were unable to understand that the end could be reached by purely . 


spiritual means. The sublime teaching of the Psalmist, “ The offerings of 
God are a broken spirit” would have been unintelligible to them. They 
had to give vent to their feelings in some outwardform. There had to be 
a tangible expression of their inward sentiment; and 80, as a concession to 
their weakness, the animal! was substituted for the human being. Moreover, 
f one studies the Biblical system, one sees quite clearly that every care 


was taken to prevent the sacrifice from degenerating into a perfunctory 


act. 

The principal means devised for saving the sacrifice from being an 
empty ceremonial occurs in our text, ““ Whatsoever hath a blemish, that 
shall ye not offer; for it shall not be acceptable for you.” This emphasis 
on the perfection of the offering is to be found very often in the Bible. 
Indeed, it is the moral to be deduced from the first mention of sacrifice in 
the Scriptures. Cain and Abel bring, each of them, an offering. God 
accepts one and rejects the other. Why? Because Cain brought “ from the 
fruit of the ground”—not necessarily the best he had; whereas Abel 
offered “ of the firstlings of his flock.” Clearly, then, Cain’s offering was

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a perfunctory act uninspired by sincerity of feeling; but Abel's sacrifice, 
by the form it took, was the evident expression of gratitude and devotion. 

If we turn from the beginning of Biblical literature to one of the 
latest of the prophetical utterances, we find the same doctrine most 
forcibly exemplified. Listen to the severe castigation which Malachi 
administers to the priests in the name of God: “A son honoureth his 
father, and a servant his master; if, then, I be father, where is mine 
honour? and if I be master, where is my fear? saith the Lord of hosts 
unto you, O priests, that despise my name. And ye say, Wherein have 
we despised thy name? Ye offered polluted bread on my altar. And ye 
say, Wherein have we polluted thee? In that ye say, The table of the 
Lord is contemptible. And when ye offer the blind for sacrifice, it is no 
evil! and when ye offer the lame or sick, it is no evil! Present it now 
unto thy governor; will he be pleased with thee? or will he accept 
thy person? saith the Lord of hosts.” The reason for this stinging 
rebuke is evident. The priests were regularly performing their sacred 
offices, but without sincerity and due reverence. Offerings never failed 
on the altar; but they were of the wrong: kind. In order to economise, 
maimed animals were sacrificed instead of the unblemished, which woul: 
have cost more. Their principle of action had been: The rites have to 
be performed ; it doesn’t matter how, so long as the duties are regularly 
carried out. Anything will be good enough as an offering, but the offer- 
ing must not be lacking. Such an attitude of mind spells certain death 
to religion. It causes it to degenerate intoa matter of habit. It becomes 
a mechanical thing instead of a live force. 

Note especially the argumentin the prophet's last sentence : “ Present 
it now to thy governor; will he be pleased with thee? or will he accept 
thy person?” As wellas bringing offerings to the temple, they periodically 
begged of the Persian governor to accept presents from them to win his 
favour. Do you treat your earthly governor as you treat your heavenly 
king ? asks Malachi. When you prepare a gift for him, do you say, “Any- 
thing willdo?” Or do you select your richest and choicest possessions 
to offer to him, a human being like yourselves? ‘Take to him the kind of 
sacrifice you place on the altar, and he would regard it as an insuit.. And 
yet you are not afraid to outrage the Temple of God by sacrificing the 
halt and sick and blind among the animals for the sake of cheapness ! 
The whole ritual of the Sanctuary was a travesty because of the neglect 
of the ancient injunction, “ Whatsoever hath a blemish, that shall ye not 
offer ; for it shall not be acceptable for you.” 

This teaching bas not lost its force with the passage of time. Though 
the Temple is but a memory and the holocaust has fallen into disuse, yet 
is it true that altars still stand upon which we are calied fo lay our sacri- 
fices. Asacrificial system there has always been and must always be; 
it merely alters its form from age to age; but its fundamental meaning 
remains unchanged. It spelis selflessness. To sacrifice is to give up 
something we hold precious in obedience to the call of duty. What that 
something is depends upon circumstances. At times it is money; at 
times it is personal service ; at times it is life itself; but it always means 
parting with what we would keep for ourself, were we self-centred. 

The command to bring sacrifices is still issued to us; therefore have 
we need of the exhortation of Leviticus, “ Whatsoever hath a blemish, 
that shall ye not offer.” There isan altar named Judaism, to which we 
have to bring our offering. Do we take care thatit is unblemished? Ours 
was never an easy religion. The service of God, as interpreted by 
Judaism, was ever exacting. Our oath of loyalty involves many disabili- 
ties. It would check us from performing what we should like to do; it 
commands us to do much that we should prefer left undone, because the 
performance entails exertion and sacrifice of convenience. One cannot 
be a faithful member of a Community like ours without a constant readi- 
ness to bring these sacrifices; but should they resemble those of the 
priests in Malachi’s day, then is owr temple of religion a useless, hollow 
thing. 

There is an altar called.“ Charity,” upon which we are bidden to lay 
offerings. Numerous are the appeals made to us for different causes. 
There are the people less fortunately placed than we, into whose drab 

“lives we can, if we will, introduce the light of relief, the radiance of 
sympathy. There are institutions for the uplift of humanfty, whose 
work we can further by our assistance. What sacrifices do we bring to 
this sacred altar? Are they selected on'the principle, “anything will do,” 
or are they “without blemish ” ?, 

There is an altar called “patriotism” or “civic service,” or 
“communal service,” demanding our time and energy. When one sees 
necessary institutions languishing for want of workers, when 
there is a growing disinclination to assume the thankless task of leader- 
ship or to yield leisure for the benefit of one’s fellow-beings—there is an 
altar being neglected upon which we should place a perfect sacrifice. 

All these altars are dedicated to the truest service of God. They 
stand in a Temple hallowed by His sacred presence. Let us be eager to 
play the part of the priest in His sanctuary; but let us never forget that 

. unless we bring there of our best, we are desecrating what should be 
holy and perfect. There is only one standard which our Master demands 
of us—it is the highest of what we are capable; and that which hath a 
blemish, that which is defective, must not be used by us. The invitation 
which the Psalmist issued in days of old is extended to us, though his 
words must be re-interpreted, “ Ascribe unto the Lord the glory due to 
His name; bring an offering, 4nd come into His courts.” It is only with 
an offering in our hands that we can enter His courts and come before 
His presence. It is through the medium of sacrifice that we can ascribe - 
glory unto His name. But, for our sacrifice to be acceptable and worthy, 


we must obey the ancient precept, “ Whatsover hath a blemish, that shall 
ye not offer.”

LX\XIII.—ANTI-JEWISH LEGISLATION. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 


In reflecting upon the vicissitudes of the Jewish people, I have often 
asked myself whether our claim to have been the most persecuted of men 
may not perhaps be a little exaggerated. If it should be, we ought our- 
selves to be the first to say so and put our claim in proper perspective. 
When you have a good case there is no need to overstate it. 

In fairness to ourselves and others, I have therefore reviewed in my 
mind the numerous instances of suffering, of cruelty bravely born, of 
persecution and hatred as reflected in the pages of history. | remembered 
that the early Christians suffered for conscience’ sake. But that suffering 
was only for a time, for soon Christianity became the State religion, and 
Christians turned into mighty persecutors themselves. I recalled the 
age of the Reformationy with its religious wars and intolerances. I 
shuddered as I brought to mind how the Catholics burned the Protestants 
and were burned in turn by them. My heart was chilled as I contem 
plated the recorded cruelties of Bloody Mary in England, and the 
calculated vengeance of the party of those who were her victims on the 
adherents of her faith. It was all gruesome. But if these horrors lasted 
a century, even if they lasted two centuries, they came to an end 
ultimately. Catholics and Protestants settled down side by side in 
England, and even if in later years the former were subjected to politica! 
disabilities, in the first place, the disabilities were removed, and in the 
second, English Catholics could comfort themselves that there were 
countries in Europe where Catholics were at peace and unmolested. 

I recalled the lot of the inhabitants of the Low Countries in their grim 
struggle with Philip of Spain. The record of their sufferings, persecu- 
tions, and suffered cruelties is sad reading. But then they were only 
‘temporary, and throughout the contest the Netherlanders, were buoyed 
up by the hope of victory. 

I called to mind other cases—the Albigenses, the Unitarians, for 
instance —where men were persecuted for their faith. But the worst 
illustration cannot compare with the lot of theJew. The Jew was perse- 


cuted in all lands and allages. Heis persecuted still. Western Europe 


was aghast at the sufferings of the Belgians during the German occupa. 
tion. How mild a thing was that when compared with the sufferings of 
the Jews in the Ukraine! With all the desire in the world to be fair to 
other victims of persecution and injustice, the unprejudiced must con- 
clade that the Jews head the list both for intensity and continuance of 
suffering. | 

The sufferings of the Jews are reflected in anti-Jewish legislation, 
which is unique in human annals. There has been legislation against 
other groups, but it was” limited either in time or in place. Not 
so with legislation against Jews. That has always and everywhere 
been in vogue. Noris the world free from it yet, despite the clausesin the 
various treaties of peace safeguarding the rights of minorities. 

Anti-Jewish legislation has been characterised by non-Jewish thinkers 
as a disgrace to the history of Europe.and as a brand of Cain on Christen- 
dom. Willanyone say that these thinkers are not right? It is only 
necessary to glance at the anti-Jewish legislation of the Middle Ages to 
realise its eaormity.. Jews in those days were under a double disability. 
They professed a different religion and they formed a separate ethnical 
group. They were therefore “heretics” and “strangers.” Either 
disability in the Middie Ages wasa heavy burden; the Jews were afflictw. 
with both. As“ strangers,” Jews were outside the law; their lives and 
property were at the mercy of all and sundry. Their only hope lay 
in obtaining by favour or by purchase special charters of protection 
from the Crown. But the value of such protection is obvious, depending 
as it did on the whim of a man often brutal, ignorant, and greedy. No 
wonder the Jews became the actual chattels of their overlords, no-better 
than their horses or their oxen, whom they could sell or pledge. 

Even so, some comfort might be extracted from such a condition. 
At least there was the possibility some time or other of being protected 


from molestation. But if this worldly aspect of their position had this much © 


light in it, little though it was, the position of Jews in Ecclesiastical Law was 
wholly dark. Jews might not build synagogues; at most they were 
allowed only to mend existing structures which threatened to fall into 
decay. In their Purim celebrations Jews were bidden to do nothing to 
offend the susceptibilities of Christians, as, for instance, not to burn a 
wooden cross. If anyone were converted to Judaism, his goods and 
chattels were confiscated. Intermarriage between Jews and Christians 
was, of course, a heinous offence in the sight of the Church. But, for a 
time at least, Jews might adjust their own internal affairs as they chose. 
It was in the year 553 that the first encroachment was made on their 
religious opinions. The Emperor Justinian interferingly bade Jews no 
longer to recognise the Talmud, which he described as having no divine 
sanction whatever. This was a piece of impertinence which was 
warranted not even by the greatness of Justinian as a codifier of laws. 
But the Jews had to put up with it as they had to put up with so 
many other indignities. One of the most galling was the special oath 


administered to Jews in a court of law. It dates from the year 911, and 


was one of the “glories” of the Byzantine Empire of those days. The 
Jewish witness with the Sepher Torah in his arms had to declare: “I 
swear by the Lord, blessed be He, the God of our Fathers, the Maker of 
heaven and earth, who led us to the Promised Land through the waters 
of the Red Sea, that I will speak no lies. If I am guilty of hiding the 
truth, may God afflict me as he did Gehazi and Naaman, may I be cursed 


with the curse of Eli, and may the ground open her mouth and swallow _ 


me up as it did Dathan and Abiram.” 
But at least in the year 911 Jews were allowed to bear witness in a 


court of law. In the succeeding century this privilege was denied them. 
Nor was this all, It was ordained by ecclesiastical legislation that . 


~ 


Christians should not live or eat with Jews, should not consult Jewish 
doctors or purchase medicines from Jews; while Jews were not to have 
Christian nurses, servants, or employees; they were not to appear in 
public places in Lent, nor might they sue Christians in a court 
ofiaw. Jews were excluded from all public honours, public duties, and 
military service, but they had to bear all the burdens of citizenship. Not 
only were they taxed by the State, but they were also forced to pay tithes. 

It is intelligible that those days have been styled Dark Ages. Dark 


they were in one sense, but, in another, specially dark to the Jew. It. 


would be a mercy to be able to look back on them as things of the past. 
But their spirit has not entirely disappeared. There are still people in 
Europe to-day who suggest that Jews should be excluded from the full 
enjoyment of citizenship. It is bad enough to have to listen to such talk 
in these days of self-determination and universal suffrage. But it is 
worse to see evidence of it in practice. Recently, the London 
County Council advertised vacancies on its establishment, but shut out 
naturalised British subjects from applying. No doubt Jews were in the 
majority of those who were penalised by this clause. But that is not 
my main reasonefor protesting against -this narrow-minded policy. 
I protest against it on the far higher ground of justice. I am a Londoner 
and am taxed by the County Council. As a citizen of our great city I 
desire to see its work carried out in the spirit of. Righteousness. To 
exclude naturalised British subjects is not Righteous. I protest as a 
citizen of London: I protest asa Jew. We Jews should be foremost in 
pleading for Righteotisness, and in condemning conduct especially in 
public life which is not Righteous. I wonder whether the Chairman of 
the Council, who is himself a Jew, registered a protest against this policy. 
Make it as difficult as you please to acquire British citizenship by 
naturalisation, but once having made a man a British citizen, do not deny 
him any of the rights or privileges of citizenship. The County Council 
levies dues on all alike, whether British-born or naturalised citizens. Inall 
equity therefore all categories of citizens should be eligible for its offices. 


And what is the Board of Deputies doing about it? Talking as usual. It 


is becoming the great talking and quarrelling assembly of the Com- 
munity. Here is a definite job. Let something be done. Take the 
matter to the Courts. Test the right of the London County Council to 
discriminate between British citizens. And evenif you fear to lose the case 
on legal grounds, take it to the Courts-nevertheless. Call attention to it. 
The soul of England is not dead. The soul of England is not manifested 
in the Duke of Northumberland and his kind. The Right must win. A 
day or two ago the Christian Evidence Society appealed in the Press for 
what it called the Christian spirit in domestic and international relations. 
How did it define that Christian spirit? Loving God with all one’s heart 
and loving one's neighbour as oneself. Here is a piece of work to do for 
the Christian Evidence Society. Let it publicly condemn the action of 
the London County Council in the matter to which 1 refer. It is‘con- 
trary to Righteousness, just as much as all the anti-Jewish legislation of 


‘the Middle Ages. In those olden days, Jews suffered in silence, pouring 


out their heart to God. There was no other alternative. But to-day 
Right is still Right, and where wrong stalks abroad in public places we 
Jews are in duty bound to condemn it. Is the spirit of the Prophets dead ? 
Cannot we reach beyond petty wrangling about my “doxy” and thy 


“doxy”? if we are still God’s witnesses, let us speak out. Let us show 


that, though we were oppressed in the past by anti-Jewish legislation, 
the sense of Righteousness has not been crushed out of us.

THEIR ATTITUDE TO THE WORLD ORGANISATION. 
PARTING OF WAYS. 


By Dr. CHAIM WEIZMANN, 


Were I to convey in a few words the outstanding impression 
of my short stay in America, | would say that on the day when it 
became evident that there was no shore room for negotiations with 
the American Zionist leaders, I felt myself a free man. Since that 
day I am more confident and optimistic. 
The Conferences, which dragged on for 
almost three weeks, were of a degrad- 
ing character, and it was almost 
impossible fer even the most patient 
person to participate in them. I bent 
all my efforts to arrive at an under- 
standing, but now I am firmly convinced 
that as long as the American Zionist 
leaders will not accept National Zionism, 
there can be noagreement. This is the 
fundamental difference. If some intro. 
duce other arguments they do so simply 
to hide the real issue of the conflict. 

Essentially, two series of quéstions 
present themselves for discussion. The 
first—on the Zionist programme, Upon 
my arrival, the Zionist leaders placed 
before me alengthy memorandum, later 
accepted by the National Executive 
Committee of their Organisation. That memorandum contains an 
outline of certain views of fundamental policy which reduce 
Zionism to a purely ‘economic movement and rob it of its 
nationalistic character. In my discussion of this problem 
with the members of the National Zionist Executive it was brought 
home to me with painful clarity that for at least a year we would 

have to educate them to a point where they would be able to 
grasp the content of a full-blooded Zionism, These gentlemen do 
not know; do not think very much, They operate with catch 
phrases. They are still steeped in assimilation. What to us is 
A B C is to them ifitricate doctrine, In the last few years of their 
propaganda for Zionism, they have used only superficial campaign 
slogans, and rarely troubled themselves about principles. They 
have inflated all our Zionist diplomatic successes into remarkable 
sensational victories. The disillusionment which came with a 
knowledge of the true facts is, therefore, easily comprehensible. It 
explains why the number of so-called Zionist members dropped 
from 150,000 to 17,000 in a very short period. To this likewise, and 
not to the present economic depression, is the complete financial 
failure of the American Zionist Organisstion to be traced: for it 
is patent that the sum of a few million dollars which the American 
Zionists collected during the last two years is far below what might 
have been obtained for Palestine had the proper means been employed 
to acquaint the Jewish public with the true significance of our 
cause, 

As we see it, there are very few Zionists in America. Instead I 
have discovered here a sort of makeshift Zionism which cannot 
long endure. On the other hand, there exists among the large 
masses and in the middle class a profound sentiment which has not 
yet been exploited, and which cannot be exploited by the present 
American leaders because-theydo not speak and do not understand 
the language of the Jewish masses. | 

The second series of questions deals with Palestine and our 
activities there. The American Zionist leaders have criticised 
rather severely the work of the Zionist Commission. These 
criticisms are perhaps partly justified. Nevertheless, they were not 
offered in aspirit of friendship nor for the purpose of bringing about 
any improvement. Every mistake which was made in Palestine has 
been peculiarly magnified. All sorts of exaggerations were used 
against us. ‘These methods have been instrumental in discrediting 
Palestine. In order to discredit those of our associates who labour 
there, they have degraded our Palestinian activities and even the 
country itself, in a most indescribable manner. They have simply 
shown that they lack Zionist responsibility. 

The American leaders do not want to understand that the present 
incumbents in the Zionist Commission can be made to answer 
for only a small part of the work in Palestine. Surely they are not 
to be accused for the mistakes of Dr. Friedenwald and Mr. Robert 
Szold, and for what took place before 1918. The Americans have 
thrown upon the present Zionist Commission the whole onus of the 
colonisation and educational problems of Palestine. What they have 
said is beneath criticism—in truth, they are to be pitied for the simple 
ignorance which they evidenced on quite elementary subjects. 
None of their statements contain any firm or definite opinions or 
thoughts—they are replete with stylistic bubbles-~ For instance, 
they have made rather extensive use of the report of the Reorganisa- 
tion Commission, and have circulated it widely as a means of agita- 
tion against our leadership. Every so-called Zionist or half-baked 
Zionist assumes the prerogative of making profound declarations on 
colonisation, cultural work, finances, and politics. The less one 
understands about these questions, the more audacious is the 
authority with which he speaks. 

However this may be, I would consider it proper for the Américan 
leaders to assume control and responsibility for the management 
of the World Zionist Organisation through direct participation in 
our work in London and in Palestine, but not through semi-official 
agents. Though I differ fundamentally with them on their 
programme, I consider it quite useful for them te attempt a practical

demonstration of their proposed methods. I believe we could learn 
something from them, and that, vice versa, they could learn 
from us. But, unfortunately, they always take up the impossible 
position and refuse to participate in the leadership of the move- 
ment. They have no time. They are too busy in their private life. 
They are not ready to make the necessary sacrifices, and to surrender 
what they possess here, so as to devote themselves entirely to our 
work. It is for this reason really that they look at all the facts 
which they receive indirectly, as abstract ideas and not as live 
dynamic happenings. And herein lies the explanation of the lack 
of depth which too often characterises their criticisms. They are not 
in a position to grasp or to realise the complex of conditions which 
is deeply rooted in the making up of our land and our people. Many 
of their proposals and plans for improvement are mechanical and 
abstract, largely because they are not based on the results of active 
participation in the Zionist movement. Well intentioned though they 
be, they attempt to employ in Palestine the methods which they have 
learned here. Our greatest difficulty is that of adapting Diaspora 
methods to Palestine reconstruction. Todo this successfully demands 
not only a knowledge of these methods but far and above that, 
a deep insight into the nature of the country and of our people. 
But who will conscientiously assert that the American leaders have 
been in a position to study the Jewish people, their cultural work, 
their language, their woes, and their psychology. A physician can 
heal the patient only when he has made a correct diagnosis. To do 
so he must be thoroughly conversant with the pathology and 
psychology of the patient. Im the case of a many-sided people (and 
we know how many-sided the Jew is) it is difficult therefore to 
make a correct diagnosis. . 
The American Zionist leaders are to-day in the position which 
the Western-European Zionist leaders occupied some twenty years 


ago. Iam quite certain that as time goes on the American Zionists _ 
‘who come from a non-Jewish atmosphere will understand us more 


and more. We, too, are ready to learn from their methods, but that 
can happen only if we preserve. the integrity of the international 
organisation, the only organisation which unites us all. Itis impor- 
tant that we should strengthen that organisation with all our might, 
and thereby create a bond which will hold us together. The so-called 
multiple-federation scheme proposed by the gentlemen of the 


American Executive Committee in their memorandum, and in 


general their tendency to create independent undertakings in 
Palestine under their own wegis, must needs widen the schism which 
is already wide enough as it is. The principle of federations is 
simply a veil for separatism. | 

Iam convinced that the possibilities for the Zionist movement 
in America are almost unlimited; but first of all America must create 
real Zionists, and only then will we have a firm foundation for a 
great and profound movement which will become rooted among the 
masses, and will then reach the highest pinnacles of Awerican Jewry. 
Then America will provide us with money, and men who will 
consecrate their whole being to the rebuilding of a Jewish Palestine.

EMOTION IN RELIGION. 


“If ye walk in my statutes, and keep my commandments, and do them,” — 
Leviticus rrvii., 3. 

At first sight there does not seem much scope in such a statement 
for the play of the emotions. It is simply a matter of performance, 
which may be entirely mechanical. But that is a more or less superficial 
view. These commandments which constitute the bulk of the book of 
Leviticus are the commandments of God. They therefore are identical 
with religion, and religion is unthinkable without emotion. Remove 
that element, and you may have a philosophy, but not a religion. 
Religion is of the heart, philosophy of the mind. Philosophy is cold, 
religion is warm. It gives man new sensations and new powers, it makes 
him capable of great heroisme, it develops his divinity. It isits emotional 
character that makes religion the greatest experience that man can feel, 
the deepest fact of his life. Its roots go down to the depths of his 
soul. There are certain revelations that reach us through spiritual 
emotion. Reason has not the monopoly of knowledge. The sonl has 
other gateways. Why do we gatherfor public worship? To-give expres- 
sion in actual words of prayer to the thoughts and the yearnings that are 
in our heart. But God will understand though the prayers be never 
uttered. It is the act of worship that helps the emotional nature. Itis 
the very attempt to express prayer that awakens the prayer in the soul. 
Why do we listen to sermons? It is the power of the living voice that 
moves the people, awakens them out of their lower selves, touches 
their emotions, and thus helps to make them religious. Why is music 
or song always a part of public worship? 
troubled spirit, as it calmed Saul. People sometimes speak of 

THE DRY CEREMONIES 
of Judaism. They compare them with the principles of religion, con- 
trasting them as letter versus spirit. . The legitimate ceremony is never 
dry. It makes religion’s lesson more vivid. It is the doctrine; the 
religious principle, that is: abstract. The ceremony is a concrete 
illustration, an object lesson, a picture. Therefore, it is just the 
ceremony that should appeal to the emotions, or there is something 
wrong with the ceremony. If it does not, it is an anachronism, and no 
longer fits the age. The blowing of the Shofar cannot make a man repent 
his wrong:-doing, and yet there is something stirring in the sound of the 
Shofar to a reverent nature that makes him susceptible to moral exhorta- 
tion. It will find some responsive echo in nearly every Jewish heart. 
We can thank God for His bounties without having a festival of thanks- 
giving. Or, given the festival, we need not bring into the synagogue the 
date-bearing palm or the sweet-smelling citron, and hold them in our 
hands while we praise Him; but they will bring the thanksgiving home 
ina way that mere words of praise or exquisitely expressed gratitude 
never can.’ To use a figure of Macaulay, “it is like judging Manlius in 
sight of the Capitol.” We can mourn our departed without rising to 
utter the Kaddish; we will keep the memory of our dear ones green 
in our heart without that solemn prayer. And yet, the prayer does 
sanctify us, and we are better for it. It gives to our grief that 
hallowing touch that makes it a chastening of the Lord; it makes 
sadness melt into holiness. The great historic observances may be kept 
alive by simply reading of them. Yet each of these ceremonies gives to 
the event associated with ita warmth, a colour. The pictorial association 
throws round it a pleasing sentiment; it hallows childhood, and recalls 
childhood even in old age. These ceremonies become the fibre of religious 
life, they supply the elements that feed the emotions of the soul. Therefore, 
RADICAL REFORMERS 


should beware how they root up ceremonialism from religion. There are 
some who would wall up the ark in the synaggue, and read the Law from 
a modern printed book. It is the same thing, the same lesson, the same 
words, whether it be written in Hebrew on parchment, or be printed with 
printer’sinkinthe vernacular. It it just the same, with that sentimental 
difference that is more than half its value. And yet it sometimes 
is asserted in regard to Judaism that it is not an emotional 
religion. That is said both in its favour and to its detriment, 


for there is. an illegitimate side to emotion, a dangerous side— 


as we suggested last week. A certain absence of emotionalism is to the 
credit of Judaism. Ours has always »een a rational faith that 
never feared the light, a faith that appealed to the healthy understanding 
of men, that eliminated the mystical as far as it could, and tried to bring 


religion down to the comprehension of its followers. Yes, emotion has 


its illegitimate side. We have no right to make mystery of that which is 
not necessarily mysterious, to add to the darkness that obscures the great 
religioustruths, It is our first duty to make clear all we can, and because 
we cannot understand all, we have no right to say we cannot understand 
any. Itis our duty to go as far as our reason will take us, else why has 
our reason been given? We need not cast the house of worship in an 
artificial gloom to add to the gloom of its profound themes. The “dim 
religious light” will not make the Almighty God more revered than He is. 
Such poor artifices do not help religion’s cause, they injure it. On the 
other hand, the absence of emotion from Judaism has been set down as 
a mistake, in that it has tended to reduce all religion ‘tolaw. Everything 
is mapped out, cut and dried, and there isno room for spontaneity. That 
certainly is a drawback, and hinders the full development of the religious 
life. Itis for us modern Jews to steer a clear way between the two 
extremes of ultra-emotionalism and dry legalism. There are many 
ceremonials which no longer appeal to our intelligence or to our taste for 
the beautifyl which might be dropped with advantage. Leaving them 
aside, there is left a vast number of beautiful and hoary observances on 
which we can rear the religious life which soars aspiringly, with that 


emotion which is spirituality, toward the ae wee.

The Jewish and the Arab Views. 
IMPORTANT STATEMENTS. 


When Mr. Churchill was recently in Palestine, he received a 
deputation of the Executive Committee of the Haifa Congress of 
Arabs, as mentioned in our issues of April 8th and-15th. The Colonial 
Secretary's reply to the deputation was given in our columns in 
full, but only a very short report of the Arab statement. ‘This we 
are now able to give in full, as also the. statement of the Jewish 
deputation which Mr. Churchill received on the same occasion. 
Both documents are of the very greatest importance as indication 
of the respective Jewish and Arab position taken up in regard to 
the Government policy of establishing in Palestine a Jewish 
National Home. 


STATEMENT BY THE ARABS. | 
- President of the Haifa Congress, Musa Kazim Pasha, presented the follow- 


ing memorandum :— 

When Palestine emerged from the Great War she found herself tied down 
and her adversary, sword in hand, bending over her. She found herself, too, 
separated from her surrounding Arab sisters by vast distances which she had 
covered by running after an imaginary friend. But she found no friend, she 
found an enemy, rather. 

“This is the story of Palestine, land of miracles and the supernatural, and the 
cradle of religions. She neither complained nor was unfaithful to her first 
friend, but when sorrow filled her breast she breathed a sigh and dropped a 
tear, and, lo, the Third Arab Palestine Congress was born. This congress, 
therefore, is a. true representative of Palestine, her mouthpiece. In it all 
classes are legally represented. Town, village, factory and farm—in fact, all 
the live aspects of the nation—acknowledged its leadership. 

But the enemy of Palestine, ever on the watch, has willed to distort the 
truth, and to paint Palestine to the Government other than she really is-by 
questioning the representative status of the members of the congress, To such 
an extent were these intrigues carried that Sir*Herbert Samuel became 
suspicious and would not recognise the congress. It was then that the whole 
nation rose as one man and from Dan to Beersheba cried out backing the con- 
gress, and calling upon the Government to recognise it as their true and legal 
representative. Unfortunately these peaceful demonstrations were powerless 
to convince the High Commissioner of the good faith of the people of Palestine, 
so he persisted in ignoring their congress, knowing full well that this was their 
one hope and their true spokesman ; whilst, on the other hand, he recognised 


Zionist Congresses, congratulated them, encouraged them and wished them - 


good luck. 


The friendship of the Arab for the Englishman is too obvious to require 
proof. While still a member of the Ottoman Empire, the Arabs’ leaning 
towards England brought down on them the wrath of the Turk, who, as soon 
as the Great War started, used this as an excuse for venging himself on the 
Arabs, who were tortured, persecuted, exiled and killed. This was not all. 
The Arab suffered on account of his love for England. When the opportunity 
presented itself to their leader, King Hussein, he rose in revolt against the 
Turk, and joined Britain and her Allies, heedless of the fact that in so doing 
he was combatting an Islamic Power to whom he was bound by many strong 
and permanent ties. The tears and the blood of the Arab flowed with the 
tears and the blood of the Allies. More than this, all Arabs, Moslems and 
Christians alike were called upon to join this war, And so it came to pass that 
Arabs who were out of the reach of the Turk proclaimed open war against him, 
and started a secret propaganda amongst those within his Empire. Thousands 
of Arabs deserted from the Turkish ranks in consequence. To prove this we 
will quote here the report sent to German headquarters by General Liman von 
Sanders. He wrote: “ I have come to Palestine and Syria and found every- 
thing against us. The country has been poisoned, and its inhabitants have 
turned their backs on us. We are living amongst enemies, consequently 
all our efforts are in vain. We are between two foes——the inhabitants of the 
country and the enemy we are fighting.” 

The moment demoralisation crept into the Turkish army Palestinians began 
openly to point out to the invading troops the weaknesses of the Turks, thus 
making the conquest of the country an easier task than it would have been had 
the population been hostile. All this was done in good faith, and without any 
heed to consequences.. The Arabs trusted that such fidelity would be remem- 
bered by Great Britain, who had given such binding oaths to their leader, King 
Hussein. 

The Arab did not dislike the Turk because he was Turk, neither did he love 
the Englishman because he was British ; he hated the one because he desired 
complete independence, and he loved the other hoping and believing that the 
Englishman would help him to attain his goal. But the Arab was ambitious, 
he wanted all and lost all. Palestine, one of our most sacred lands, has been 
isolated for a thought-out purpose, and this has been the reward of the Allies 
to the Arabs for their fidelity and the blood they sacrificed ; nay, this is their 
reward for having risen in revolt against their Islamic Ruler. This, too, is 
their punishment for having thrown themselves so confidingly into the arms 
of Great Britain and her Allies—a punishment not visited even on Germany, 
their greatest foe, 

Finding their country thus torn up, the Arabs lost faith in Britain, ‘Their 
wise men, however, assured them that England was too far-sighted to allow 
anything to come between her and the Arabs. Further, they believed that 
right, although vanquished for a time, must win in the end. 

Confident in the justice of their cause, the Arabs are convinced that this 


_ unnatural partitioning of their lands must one day disappear. It would be a 


grand task for England—the traditional friend of the Arab—to accomplish 
For the Arabs are the key to the 
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Persian Gulf, is the way to India, and Palestine, on the Mediterranean, holds 
to-day the balance between the Powers. 

Fleets and armies cannot conquer the heart of a nation. England could have 
conquered the Arabs’ hearts by safeguarding their country’s integrity. Then 
all these huge millions required for the upkeep of her large armies would be 
saved to her and her taxpayer. 

The relation of Turk to Arab should teach England a lesson. Submitting to 
the Turk from necessity, the moment the Great War started the Arab seized his 
opportunity and threw off the yoke. To-day the Arab’s belief in England is 
not what it was. This is to be deplored, for the Arab is noble and large- 
hearted ; he is also vengeful, and never forgets an ill-deed. If England does 
not take up the cause of the Arabs, other Powers will. From India, Mesopo- 
tamia, the Hedjaz and Palestine the cry goes up to England now. If she does 
not listen, then perhaps Russia will take up their call some day, or perhaps 
even Germany. For though to-day Russia’s voice is not heard in the councils 
of the nations, yet the time must come when it will assert itself. 

In the interests of universal peace, therefore, if not for love of the Arab, 
England should refrain from taking this false step. Zionists can never be true 
to her, as they can be true to no one, and to this their mischievous work in 
Austria, Germany and Russia can testify. They have one and only aim in 
life, from which nothing can divert them. | 

In spite of repeated warnings of the Turks to the Arabs not to throw them- 
selves too confidingly into the arms of Great Britain, which, under the financial 
stress of the war, had sold their country to Zionists, the Arabs still clung to their 
traclitional friend, believing that these warnings were inspired by nothing other 
than jealousy and a desire to sow seeds of strife. And when, before the con- 
quest of Syria, the information that a compact between Great Britain and 
Zionists was rumoured, they refused to believe it. Then, when peace was 
declared, the Arabs saw with their eyes and heard with their ears that Syria 
and Palestine were to be separated preparatory to the carrying out of the 
Balfour Declaration, they realised that after all the Turks were right. They also 
then understood that this was done to enable Zionists to gradually become the 
majority in Palestine through immigration. 

Had Zionists come to Palestine simply as visitors, or had matters remained 
as before the war, there would be no question of Jew or non-Jew. It is the 
idea of transforming Palestine into a home for the Jews that Arabs resent and 
fight against. ‘The fact that a Jew is a Jew has never prejudiced the Arab 
against him. Before the war Jews enjoyed all the privileges and rights of 
citizenship. ‘The question is not a religious one. For we see that Christian 
and Moslem alike, whose religions are not similar, unite in their hatred of 
Zionists. | 

What greatly surprises Arabs, however, is the fact that of all the Powers of 
Europe, England should have been the oné to make this promise to the Jews, 
which also leads one to suspect her disinterestedness in the matter. ‘To the 
Jew the National Home idea did not appeal much at first, it was England who 
created it, put life into it, and carried it into execution even before the rati- 
fication of the mandate by the League of Nations. According to the present 
rate of immigration Jews will in a few years compose a large proportion of the 
population, and consequently claim a larger share in the Government of the 
country. 

England, moreover, disregarding the feelings of the inhabitants, has 
appointed a Jew as High Commissioner. With every respect to the person 
of Sir Herbert Samuel, we cannot close our eyes to the fact that the predomi- 
nating majority of the people he governs are not of his own race or faith. It 
would have been a wiser policy to have appointed an Arab to this high post. 
In Syria, France, acting more in sympathy with the inhabitants, appoints 
natives to fill exalted positions, and reserves to herself the right of council and 
advice. 

Again, to the most important post of jugtice in Palestine, namely, that of 
Legal Secretary, or Minister of Justice, 4; Jew has been appointed. And, 
what is worse, this official is an out and out Zionist. In a book he recently 
wrote he strongly advocates the quiet. persecution of the Arab in order to force 
him finally to quit the country. 

We will now proceed to dissect the Balfour Declaration, and to show how to 
the Arab, the Palestinian and the Britisher it is strongly prejudicial. 


(a.) From a Legal Point of View. ! 

1. Before drawing a contract with Zionists for the sale of Palestine, England 
had drawn a contract with King Hussein by virtue of which he was to be given 
Arab lands. Consequently the contract with King Hussein annuls that with 
the Jews. In the eye of the Jew the first is valid and the second is not. Shall 
it go down to history then, that England was false to het plighted word 
through Mr. Balfour, and was it not for the sake of a plighted word to the 
Belgians that she unsheathed her sword in the Great War ? 

2. King Hussein paid a price for his contract by rising against the Turks. 
This was his part of the contract. England’s contract with the Jews, there- 
fore, can have no legal value as long as King Hussein is ignorant of it. So 
far, then, as the Arabs are concerned the Balfour Declaration is not valid. ~ 

Besides, there were understandings with France and Russia before this declara- 
tion was made; consequently, though France was influenced to include it in 
the mandate, international law cannot give it a legal status, 

3. Countries with their civic and other rights and privileges are the property 
of their inhabitants and constitute an heirloom of the nation, handed down 
from father to son. Now the people of Palestine inherited this country from 
their ancestors, as these did from those who had gone before them. Palestine, 
therefore, with its air, water, lands and roads, commerce, industry and agri- 
culture is an inalienable possession of the nation, and neither England nor 
any other Power can bring a foreigner in to share this inheritance. But 
Palestinians are gradually losing their birthright through Jewish emigration, 
and thanks to Mr. Balfour’s Declaration, which was denounced in the press, 
from the pulpit and before the American Commission. 

But it might be argued that Mr. Balfour spoke on behalf of the British 
Cabinet of which he isa member. But even this does not give his declaration 
any legal validity, since Great Britain, though occupying the country, does 
not possess it. Putting aside for one moment Mr, Wilson’s Fourteen Points 
and the repeated assertions of the Allies that they were not out in this war 
for colonisation or self-aggrandisement, we find in international law that a 
conquering people can lay hands only on the personal possessions of the defeated 
Power and on its rights and privileges, but that it has no right to touch any- 
thing that belongs to private 

In the light of international law, then, Mr. Balfour’s Declaration is an act of 
modern Bolshevism, pure and simple. _ | 

4. One of the great laws governing international treaties is that the two 


A treaty between a govern- 


ing Power and an individual cannot have international : 


Now, the contract between Great Britain and Zionists over Palestine is one 
between a Great Power and a company of men who are neither a Power nor a 
nation. In fact, it is a contract between England and a collection of history, 
imagination and ideals existing only in the brains of Zionists who are a com- 
pany, a commission but not a nation. Is it right or just, then, that a treaty 
concluded with King Hussein should be made null and void by one made 
with Zionists ? 

For thousands of years Jews have been scattered over the earth, and have 
become nationals of the various nations amongst whom they settled. They 
have no separate political or lingual existence. In Germany they are Ger- 
mans, in France Frenchmen, and in England Englishmen. Religion and 
language are their only tie. But Hebrew is a dead language and might be 
discatded. How then could England conclude a treaty with a religion and 
register it in the League of Nations? Nay, rather, how could the Jews thf#m- 
selves agree to this treaty ? For if there exists a Jewish Power and a Jewish 
nation, what is the status, amongst others, of those high Jewish officials who 
are serving England to-day ? Are they Jewish nationals or English nationals, 
for it is obvious they cannot be both at the same time ? ; 

Sir Herbert Samuel and Lord Reading are Englishmen and Jews. Now if 


‘Jew-ism is a nationality what about their English-ism ? One-ism must be 


sacrificed for the other, but which for which ? 

Besides, this promise was made long before British troops came into pos- 
session of Palestine, and since this victory was an Allied one, France, Italy 
and the Arabs having taken active parts in it, the consent of all should be 
secured before any gift is made. But the Arabs have not been consulted, and 
never will consent, and Russia, when it wakes up, will have a word to say. 

5. There can be no question that Palestine belongs. legally to the Arabs. 
They inherited it from their ancestors, and have been occupying it for more 
than twenty centuries. The Jews saw, knew and accepted this fact. Now, 
had they any right to own Palestine they would have contested our occupation 
of it long ago, or at least, lodged a protest against us. But they did nothing 
of the kind, knowing full well they had nothing to claim. 

Moreover, in the days of the Turks, the Jews, the great majority of whom 
were nationals of European Governments and consequently protected by the 
Capitulations, could have used their privileges and the weakness of the Turkish 
Government to extort at least some official recognition of their claim to Pales- 
tine. In fact, some European Powers would have abetted and encouraged 
them in their demands. But no claim was made, and native Palestinians 
remained undisturbed in the possession. of their country. 

After all this can anyone doubt that Palestine belongs to the Arabs, and 
that the Balfour Declaration is a gross injustice. 


(b.) Historical Point of View. 

Zionists and Great Britain appeal to history in confirmation of their claim. 
Because at one period of history the Jews conquered this land and lived in 
it, hence, it is argued, they possess it for ever. 

The argument contains more of poetry in it than logic. According to it the 
Arabs should claim Spain since once upon a time they conquered it and there 
developed a high civilisation. Why then should Palestine be given back to 
the Jews and Spain remain in the hands of Spaniards? The Turks, too, at 
one time conquered all the Balkan States right up to Vienna, why does Europe 
then keep these back from them ? 

Even while in possession of Palestine for about 4,000 years the Jews’ right 
to it was always contested by their neighbours. Wars, revolts, religious and 
political agitations and internal troubles filled the whole period ; and it was 
only during the reign of King Solomon that peace prevailed. But the Arabs’ 


' reign in Palestine was undisturbed for a long time until the Crusaders arrived, 


and then they bought the country again, for the second time, after -having 
once bought it from the Romans, by shedding rivers of blood. Besides, they 
were always at peace with their neighbours—an achievement which the 
Israelites cannot claim. 

It might be argued, too, that the Jews’ claim to Palestine rests on the 
monuments and buildings which their ancestors built and left behind them. 
As a matter of fact, no nation in history has left less behind it than the Jews ; 
and those temples and monuments established by them in their golden age 
disappeared before the nation was scattered. 

But if ancientanonuments establish a claim, what about Arab and Turkish 
monuments in Europe to-day ; and does not every ruin in Palestine bespeak 
Arab origin ? 

It is surprising to think that students of ancient Jewish history interest 
themselves in the religion and kingly glory of this people and neglect that 
other part of it dealing with revolts, mutinies, internal troubles and those 
wars with their neighbours which finally led to their expulsion from the land. 
Have statesmen ever found out the reason why the Israelites could not get on 
with their neighbours, or why they were so detested by all surrounding tribes ? 
We believe that such a study would reveal points that may prove very helpful 
to modern diplomacy and statecraft. ; 

Arabs, on the other hand, have lived here for centuries at peace with all 
their neighbours, and even the very long reign of the Turks was not able to 
change the character of the land or to Turkify its inhabitants, - 


(c.) Moral Point of View. 49 

Jews have been amongst the most active advocates of destruction in many 
lands, especially where their influential positions have enabled them to do 
more harm, It is well known that the disintegration of Russia was wholly 
or in great part brought about by the Jews, and a large proportion of the defeat 
of Germany and Austria must also be put at their door. When the star of 
the Central Powers was in the ascendant Jews flattered them, but the moment 
the scale turned in favour of the Allies Jews withdrew their support from 
Germany, opened their coffers to the Allies, and received in return that most 
uncommon promise, 

We have seen a book entitled “‘ The Jewish Peril” which should be read 
by everyone who still doubts the pernicious motives of the Jews towards the 
Powers that be and towards civilisation, It is a collection of the minutes of 
a secret society of prominent Jews who meet from time to time to discuss world 
affairs in relation to Judaism. The book is replete with an overflowin g hatred 
of mankind, and Christendom in particular. It points out in detail ways 
and means for upsetting the present order of things, so that out of the ensuing 
chaos Jews might come out masters of the world, | 

Looking into the ranks of socialism, we find Jewish names such as Carl 
Marx, Becknin and Trotsky topping the list, besides a host of others as perni- 
cious, if not as renowned, 

The Jew, moreover, is clannish and unneighbourly, and cannot mix with 
those who live about him. He will and benefits of a 
country, but will give nothing in return. Jew is a Jew all the world over. 
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He amasses the wealth of a country and then leads its people, whom he has 
already impoverished, where he chooses. He encourages wars when self- 
interest dictates, and thus uses the armies of the nations to do his bidding. 

Palestine suffers in this manner from her Jewish colonies. Wherever these 

exist the surrounding peasant population has had to sell out-and migrate. 
Because of their clannishness Jews will, as far as they can help it, not employ 
a native, or buy at his store or benefit him in any way ; on the contrary, they 
will watch every opportunity to harm him if this can be done with impunity. 
» In commerce and finance they are pitiless foes. Since Palestine opened its 
doors to them its trade has gradually drifted into their hands. They depre- 
ciate the value of land and property, and at the same time manipulate a 
financial crisis in order that landlords under the stress of need should sell out 
at ruinous prices. 

Can Europe then expect the Arab to live and work with such a neighbour ? 
Had not England better find a country for them in the vast uninhabited 
regions of her great Empire ? : 

[f Russia and Poland, with their spacious countries, were unable to tolerate 
them, how could Europe expect Palestine to welcome them? Can the 
Arabs carry the burden which Europe is unable to support ; or will the Jew, 
on coming to Palestine, change his skin and lose all those qualities which have 
hitherto made him an object of dislike to the nations ? 


(d.) EKeonomic Point of View. 

1, But there are economic difficulties in Mr, Balfour's declaration which 

render it valueless in our view. , 
_ Under Turkish rule the whole Empire was one big field for the trade of 
the Palestinian. From Constantinople to Mesopotamia and from the Red 
Sea to thé Indian Ocean there was one system of customs, passports and 
coinage, To-day all this has changed, Goods sent to Damascus or Beyrout 
are charged double customs, merchants going north or east must have pass- 
ports, which entail delays, expense and worry. All this is bad fer business. 

Now the Palestinian merchant is comparatively poor, while Zionists have 
wealth ; consequently, they will be able soon to compete with him, crush and 
drive him out of the market. This done, they will turn on the consumer 
and force him to accept their prices. To say trade is free does not help 
matters. In Europe Governments endeavour by laws and taxation to protect 
their trade ; why does not the Government here do likewise ? 

2. Palestine is an agricultural country, and depends largely on her export 
of cereals for a living. Now Jewish immigration has raised the cost of living, 
and the Government, in order to keep prices down in the interest of the 
Jewish consumer, has prohibited the export of certain cereals, with the result 
that the granaries of the land are stocked with products, and merchants cannot 
find an outlet for their trade. Consequently, a financial crisis set in and 
hundreds of merchants were bankrupt. Now, if this is the policy of Zionists 
while they still form a small minority, what will it be wheh they become 
more humerous ? = 

Again, Palestine was ruined by the war, and is in dire need of money. 
The Jews started theif campaign of advancing money on land and property. 
This can have one and only one conclusion; Jews will finally buy up these 
mortgaged lands, oust the owners, and rule in their places. 

3. Again, in order to bring Palestine up to the level of European countries, 
the Government, in spite of the poverty of the people, had started a series of 
innovations and improvements which, though useful, are not so keenly needed 
at, the present moment. It has opened up new unnecessary roads, repaired 
old ones which fully served their purposes, widened some railway lines, and 
created new gardens. The poor taxpayer has been burdened with the costs, 
On the other hand, needs of more vital importance, such as public education, 
have been grudged their due budgets. . Recognising the benefits of these 
improvements, we would like our Treasury not to exceed its financial capacity, 
but to go slow, putting what is vital and essential before that which is a 
comparative luxury. 

The above-mentioned works, too, are undertaken more in order to give 
employment to the thousands of Jewish immigrants than because they are 
immediate necessities. The Jewish labourer on these works is paid double 
the amount given to the native, though he does less work. 

Ever since the High Commissioner took the reins of office he has been 
_ considering the floating of a loan for public works, or, in other words, he wants 
to borrow money in the name of the native taxpayer in order to help out 
Jewish immigrants. Is it not enough that the highest posts with fat.salaries 
are given to the Jews, while the native official, who is more conversant with 
local needs, is relegated ‘to a third-class 
his needf and out of all proportion with his work ? 


(e.) Expense to the British Government. 
- Thanks to the back-sliding efforts of Zionists, the Government has come to 
consider natives as enemies with whom she should always be on her guard, 
Consequently, a huge army is maintained in order to keep them quiet, Seven 
millions a year have been quoted as a moderate estimate for this army, Who 
is‘to pay ? Certainly not the Palestine Treasury, as its whole income does 
not come up to one-third of this amount. Is it to be accumulated as a debt 
on the country to be paid when better days set in? We do not think the 
British Government would ever do such a thing. But if England pays what 
would her taxpayer say? If Zionists lent this amount the interest on the 
money would be enormous. The British taxpayer would hardly be expected 
to pay willingly seven millions a year for something which is valueless to him, 
Yes, the British army in Palestine is of immense value to the Jews, and it 
is to their interest and safety that it is kept. 


(f.) Political Effects. 

We would call the attention of Great Britain to the following three points :— 

1. Zionists are ambitious. If to-day they accept the mandate of England 
they may not do so to-morrow. Their one aim is to establish a Jewish king- 
dom, bring back the glory of Israel in the “‘ Land of Promise,” and gradually 
control the world. This ideal is expressed by their leader, Mr. Herzel, 
and by other Jewish writers. Already they complain that England has given 
them less than she promised. Here is their first word of ingratitude. They 
propose that a Jewish army be created to take the place of British troops. 
In this we have a foretaste of what is to come, for, once they are strong enough, 
they will turn their backs on England as they did on Germany and Russia, 

2. If England goes out of Egypt, how would she like to see the keeping of 
the eastern side of the Suez Canal in the hands of a Jewish State ? 

3. Egypt, India, Mesopotamia, Arabia, and Palestine, all these countries 
are a chain in the East ; what takes place in the one finds an echo in them all, 
since not only have they similar customs and habits, but also the same re- 


ition, with a salary too little for 


ligion. Now, as soon as this National Home is realised, there will migrate 
into Palestine the undesirables of Russia and Poland—men and women 
imbued with Bolshevism, poor and uneducated. As soon as Zionists cease 
to aid these they will revolt aginst them, against the Government and against 
society. 

Economic troubles in which natives of Palestine were invited to take part 
have actually occurred many a time already, and it was only through the 
assistance of the Government that they were not allowed to spread. Now, 
if such things can happen to-day, when the number of immigrants is small, 
how will it be when they number hiundreds of thousands, and who can guar- 
antee that during some future trouble the natives, who are poor and ignorant, 
will again refuse to join. 

Once Bolshevism spreads in Palestine it will quickly extend to other Arab 
peoples, who are free and democratic by nature, and who possess little more 
than their swords and emotions. | ; 

Will England, who should be the greatest foe of Bolshevism, be pleased to 
see it grow in Palestine and from it spread into Arab lands ? 

Observations on the Mandate. 

When the Great War was over the Allies, in conformity with Mr. Wilson's 
Fourteen Articles, recognised the principle of self-determination for smaller 
nations. An American Commission was sent out to the East to learn the wish 
of the people. All declared in favour of independence and national govern- 
ment. But statesmen saw differently, and, in spite ofthe Fourteen Articles, 
created the novel principle of mandate. The nation, however, has not de- 
parted from its original purpose, and protests most strongly against the terms 
of the mandate as they appeared in the Jewisn Curontcie. Though we 


- reserve to ourselves the right of claiming the carrying out of our demands as 


expressed to the American Commission, we will here discuss certain essential 
aspects of this mandate. 

1. The mandate is based on article 22 of the League of Nations, which gives 
certain rights to smaller peoples, who are divided into three classes according 
to their progress in civilisation and their capacity for self-government. Nations 
of the first class can be self-governing, the Mandatory Power rendering only 
counsel and help; while mandates of the second class give the Mandatory 
Power the right to share in the international administration of the nation. 

Palestinians do not know to what class they belong. England has kept us 
out of the first class entirely, though she does not say so in plain terms. The 
words of the mandate do not mention the article of the League from which 
this Mandatory Power is derived. Plainness here would have been more to 
the purpose. 

It can be shown, however, from the very terms of the mandate that we belong 
to the third class. And here are the proofs :— * : 

In Article 1 we read that the Mandatory Power has the right- to exercise the 
power inherent in the Government of a sovereign State. We would ask what 
power ? and how is the exercise of this power compatible with self-govern- 
ment ? | 

Again, in Article 2 it is stated that the Mandatory Power shall have full. 
powers to provide for public ownership or control of any of the natural re- 
sources of the country. Are these powers, again we ask, in keeping with self- 
government granted to nations of the first category ? We have gone care- 
fully through the mandate, but can find in it no hope. There is some encour- 
agement for self-government, but how to harmonise this with what is actually 
taking place is the problem. 

Further, we find that the mandate refers to what is congenial to it in the 
League of Nations, and leaves out entirely what is favourable to the Arabs. 


But the article allows much to depend on the wish of the nation. Has Great — 


Britain learnt our wishes? She knows them, but refuses to carry them 
through. We have made these wishes known to the American Commission 
and to Great Britain through various protests and congresses. Has the 
Government or the League of Nations removed this condition from the article, 
or is it valid for all countries excepting Palestine ? f- 

Lord Curzon declared that the people of Palestine would certainly object 
to the principle of a National Home and all that this involves. 

Besides, the failure of the Government to declare the nature of this mandate 


- must give birth to endless troubles in the future with the League of Nations. 


Palestine should be treated like Syria and Mesopotamia, at least, for she is not 
below them in her capacity for self-government. 

France, by the mouth of M. Poincaré and others, has made plain her position 
in Syria. She is to give counsel and advice. Is England to be less liberal 
than France and usurp powers in Palestine which her great ally has so gener- 
ously left in the hands of the natives of Syria ? 

2. Again, we do not see where the Jews come in in the mandate, and where 
the Government derives her right of handing over to them Crown lands which 
are not her own. Nor can we see why the Zionist Commission should be 
appointed as the Government's advisory body on all economic questions and 
public works. These Crown lands are the property of the nation, and belong 
to the tenants who from time immemorial have lived on them and cultivated 
them. The Government, therefore, cannot give them over to the Jews. 

Further, by what right did the Government appoint the Zionist Commission 
to share with it the execution of public works to the exclusion of all other 
bodies ? 

3. The mandate is replete with the assurance that our civil and religious 
rights would be strictly observed. This is quite superfluous, as no Govern- 
ment on earth, however low its ideals, dare interfere with religious tenets of 
a people. Consequently, the assurance grants nothing new. The Turks, 
who are an Islamic Power, never interfered in the religious exercises of other 
communities ; nay, more, they went to a great deal of trouble and expense 
to safeguard the due exercise of these religions, and demanded no recognition 
of gratitude from them, believing this to be her bounden duty as a Govern- 
ment. | 

As to our civic rights, these two mean nothing more than that equality and 
justice will be given us before the law. Obviously no privilege is contained 
in thus. On the other hand, the Jews have been granted a true advantage, 
namely, that of becoming our rulers. We are to have equal rights of justice 
with them before the law, but they are to have in addition to this the prefer- 
ence in politics and in economic life of the country, of which the mandate has 
seen fit to deprive us, | 

4. Then, again, the country is called upon to share in the upkeep of a large 
army, for which there is not the slightest need, since all the neighbouring 
States are Arab and friendly, except to safeguard the principles of a National 
Home, and to burden the country with a load of debt, under which it can never 
aspire to independence in the future. 

The whole country awaited the coming of the English with boundless joy, 
but as soon as these arrived and their policy began to unfold itself disappoint- 
ment reigned everywhere, 
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Under the Turks we governed ourselves through our representative Parlia- 
ment, and the only Turkish official in our midst was the Wali or Mutesarrif, 
who had his advisory native-elected council to help him. In the majority 
of cases even these officials were from amongst ourselves. In the courts, too, 
all the judges and members of the bench were natives, and each one of us could 
work up to the highest legal position. There were schools for each branch 
of civic activity, whose graduates were employed in their several specific 
departments. Governors understood the language of the people they gov- 
erned, taxation was low. We had the right to criticise the Government in 
the press, at public meetings and from pulpita. 

Now all this has changed. We have no voice or say in the government of 
the country, no representative Parliament. The legal secretary, with a few 
under him, are the source of our laws and legal system, in spite of the fact that 
the treaty with Turkey has not yet been signed and the mandate not ratified. 
The highest posts are given to foreigners. The Legal Secretary and the 
Director of Commerce are Jews. Fabulous salaries are allowed to offic als 
incompetent to do the work, while competent natives are granted a mere 
pittance. Unnecessary posts are created to give employment to officials, 
while others, vital to the running of the country, are suspended. The native 
press is tied down to a narrow circle, and for the most innocent expressions 
of opinions fines are imposed, often followed by imprisonment, while Zionists 
carry out their daily campaigns against the natives with impunity. Travel- 
ling in the country and out of it has been so hemmed in with difficulties and 
expense, and the export trade has been so regulated, that men prefer to stop 
where they are and accumulate their stocks of cereals rather than submit to 
unreasonable worries. 

For all the above reasons, we ask in the name of justice and right that— 

First : The principle of a National Home for the Jews be abolished, 

Second: A National Government be created, which shall be responsible to a 
Parliament elected by the Palestinian people who existed in Palestine 
before the war. 

Third: Astop be put to Jewish immigration until such time as a National 
Government is formed, 

' Fourth: Laws and regulations before the war be still carried out and all 
others framed after the British occupation be annulled, and no new 
laws be created until a National Government comes into being. 

Fifth ; Palestine should not be separated from her sister States. 


STATEMENT BY JEWS. 


* The deputation presented the following memorandum— 

The Jewish National Council of Palestine, a body representative of the Jews 
of this country and elected by the Jewish National Assembly convened on the 
basis of general elections of the whole of the Palestine adult Jewish population, 
desire toe xpress to you the deep feeling of gratitude of the Jewish population 
of Palestine towards the British Government, which was the first to declare 
its realiness to assist in the rebuilding of the Jewish National Home in 
Palestine. 

The Jewish people has during the long years of its exile from its land always 
. P: alive the love of the country of its glorious past. The belief that one day 

+ people would return to its ancient land has kept it alive under the, most 
wrod circumstances in all parts of the world, and Great Britain’s promise to 


_ assist in rebuilding the National Home of Israel has filled every Jewish heart 


with gratitude. 

The Jewish people are under a further obligation of gratitude to Great 
Britain for accepting the mandate for Palestine, and the mission of re-estah- 
lishing the Jewish National Home here in pursuance of the decision of the 
League of Nations. “We trust that the realisation of this decision will be made 
possible by giving Palestine its historical frontiers and by adjusting them to 
the needs of its full and independent economic development, which is based 
on the water-power and the granaries of North and East, 

The Palestine Jews, and with them the Jewish people in all countries, 

recognise in the appointment of the Right Hon. Sir Herbert Samuel, a brother 
Jew, as the High Commissioner to our historical country, the first practical 
step towards the realisation of the declaration of the British Government 
given through Mr. Balfour on the 2nd November, 1917,-and towards the 
fulfilment of the decision of the Allied Powers at San Remo on the 24th April, 
1920, 
» Sir Herbert Samuel, during the eight months he has been fulfilling the 
responsible task of governing Palestine, has shown not only that he is an ad- 
ministrator of rare distinction, but that he appreciates to the full that he is 
the bearer of ‘a lofty historic mission, rooted alike in the fundamental ideas 
of the Jewish people and in British traditions of liberty and progress, In 
protecting the rights of all inhabitants of the country and in furthering the 
interests of the whole population, the High Commissioner fulfils Mr. Balfour's 
declaration in its integrity. 

It is our constant endeavour to assist the High Commissioner in establishing 
cordial relations between all sections of the population, and our Jewish and 
Zionist programme lays special stress on the establishing of sincere friendship 
between ourselves and the Arabs. The Jewish people, returning after 2,000 
years of exile and persecution to its own homeland, cannot suffer the suspicion 
that it wishes to deny to another nation its rights. 

The Jewish people have full understanding of the aspirations of the Arabs 


with regard to a national revival, but we know that by our efforts to rebuild 


the Jewish National Home in Palestine, which is but a small area in com- 
parison with all the Arab lands, we do not deprive them of their legitimate 
rights. On the contrary, we are convinced that a Jewish renaissance in this 
country can only have a strong and invigorating influence upon the Arab 
nation, Our kinship in language, race, character and history give the assu- 
rance that we shall in due course come to a complete understanding with 
them. 

The two brother nations, Jews ond Arabs, working together in peace and 
harmony, are destined to bring about the cultural and economic revival of the 
awakening peoples of the Near and Middle East, 

The history of Jewish colonisation in Palestine is a proof of the great advan- 
tages which Jewish work has brought to the inhabitants of the country. The 
colonies established by Jews in the course of the last forty yen rs have changed 
waste areas into flourishing gardens ; sandy plains, which were not or were 
oe 5 to a very small degree cultivated, have been turned into fertile fields 

colonies, the orchards and gardens of which are now worth millions of 
pounds, and give work and food to many people. These areas, in which 
formerly only the herds of the wandering Bedouins grazed, and ‘then only 
during a few weeks of the year, have now become closely populated settle-

about 15,000 people, and wijl be able to absorb after special technical improve- 
ments a further similar number of new settlers in the near future. Through 
these colonies many thousands of non-Jews of the neighbourhood earn a living. 
Exports in all branches of science and industries are devoting their energy, 
their experience and their knowledge to the development of the land, and 
their methods are being copied by their neighbours. Swamps which formerly 
bred disease and which played havoc with the first Jewish pioneers have now 
been changed into flourishing settlements. Industries which were unl:nown 
in this country have been established and introduced by Jews, such as iron 
works, cement works, factories for building materials, furniture and joinery, 
machinery, mills, wine cellars and soap works, printing houses. New towns 
have been built according to modern ideas and taste. The commerce of the 
country has been greatly developed, and its branches have spread and widened. 
Parallel with the great influx of Jewish immigrants, non-Jewish production 
has been developed and the standard of agriculture has becn raised. The 
tax revenue can be taken as an illustration of this change. Forty years ago 
the taxes of the Rishon-le-Zion area, for instance, amounted to only a few 
medjidiehs (1 medjidieh =20 piastres), collected for some water melons which 
the Bedouins had sown: now the taxes of this area amount to £5,000, Land 
has increased in value to an extent formerly unknown, and the greatest part 
of the sums invested by Jews, which amount to millions of ‘pounds, has 
remained in the hands of the local inhabitants. Sums which would cover 
the educational budgets of fully-developed countries have been spent by the 
Jews torealise modern ideas of education and civilisation. More than £100,000 
were spent by the Zionist organisation for their school work the last year. 
Our example is being followed by the Arabs. ° 

The work for the revival of the country is being continued. Besides persons 
of means who are building and establishing factorics and developing commerce 
and indugtry, there are thousands of young men who have fled from their 
ruined houses in Eastern Europe to devote their strength and energy to their 
own country. They include teachers, physicians, students and clerks, the 
majority of them in the prime of life, They are labouring hard on roads and 
in draining marshes in order to take their part in building up the country. 

The Jews are anxious to take their part in the defence of their Motherland. 
They have proved already their readiness for sacrifice when they enlisted in 
thousands during the Great War, from Palestine and other countries, into the 
Jewsh battalions which fought with the British army for the liberation of 
Palestine. As the economic development of Palestine progresses with Jewish 
immigration, Jewish capital and Jewish devotion, the capacity of the country 
for self-defence correspondingly expand, 

For the rebirth of this country and the restoration of all its ancient glory, 
all the living forces of Jewry throughout the world must be united in a ceaseless 
effort. The Jewish people is ready to come forward and bring the necessary 
sacrifices for the great cause of its regeneration. Quickened by the belief that 
the foundations of its National Home have been already laid by the declara- 
tion of the British Government and the decision of San Remo, the Jewish 
people feels sure that the facts of daily life in Palestine will go further and 
further to prove that the Jewish National Home is becoming a living factor. 
In the recognition of the world Zionist organisation by the Mandatory Power 
as the representative of the Jewish people for the building of its National Home 
and in the recognition of Hebrew as an official language of the country the 
first steps for embodying the principles of the historic Declaration find their 
expression, And infinite trust fills the hearts of Jewry that the continuation 
of the work of the Mandatory Power in Palestine will bring each day nearer 
the realisation of the Jewish National Home in the Jews’ ancient country. 

[t must be accepted as a basic principle in considering the present and the 
future of the Jewish National Home, that the Jewish p2ople throughout the 
world are inseparably connected with Palestine and its future. Among the 
practical measures of the Mandatory Power for hastening the development 
of the Jewish National Home we would suggest the adoption of a polic, of 
close land settlement ; the improvement of the sanitary conditions of the 
country ; the introduction of an improved system of roads and other means 
of communication ; and charging the Jewish people with the development 
of State lands and such other lands as are uncultivated and have no private 
owners and with the development of the natural resources of the country.

THE UNREST IN PALESTINE. 


THE RIOTS PREMEDITATED. 
GRAPHIC DETAILS. | 


[FROM A JERUSALEM CORRESPONDENT. ] 


A week has gone by since the sanguinary occurrence at Jaffa, just 
one week ago since the Palestinian Yeshub passed through some of itse 
most terrible experiences. During that awful and eventful week not a 
day passed without its tale of bad news from Jaffa. First of all, we 
heard of three having been killed; then twenty-two; and, last of all, 
thirty-seven ! 

On the evening of May Ist, the date of the outbreak, news reached 
us that an armoured car from Jerusalem had gone into Jaffa; that troops 
from Ladd had entered its gates. We breathed more freely; but not for 
long. At noon, the following day, the riots broke ouf afresh. These 
were quelled, at least within the city, but a succession of murders began 
all along the roads leading from the outside colonies to Jaffa. Then it 
was that one of the purest, most earnest of our present-day Hebrew 
writers, Joseph Chaim Brenner, met his death. 

Brenner resided with a family by the name of Tazkan, dairy farmers, 
between Jaffa and Mikve-Yisrael. When the disturbances were at their 
height on May Ist, another well-known Jewish writer, Zwi Schatz, went 
to the farmhouse to bring his friend into safety, but as there was only 
one vacant seat in the car, and Brenner did not wish to leave his friends 
behind, he refused the invitation. | 

The next day the riots broke out again, and it became impossible to 
drive anywhere... Two workmen, however, at the risk of their lives, 
decided to try and save Brenner. Alas! when they reached the place of 
his retreat, they found six corpses outside the door of the house, among 
which was that of Brenner and another Jewish writer, young Luidor, 
with his hands tied behind his back. The two brave men then went in 
_ search of a motor to remove the bodies, and on their return that of Luidor 

‘was missing. It has not yet been recovered, 


The news from Jaffa naturally threw the whole country into a wild 
state of excitement, Jews and Arabs alike. 

The Arabs at Nablus, Tullkeren, Ramleb, and Haifa, probably owing tc 
the failure of their recent demonstrations, convened great meetings, 
loudly protesting against the Jews, and clamouring that their immigration 
should cease. Between Jaffa and Jerusalem they even attempted to hold 
up all motor and railway traffic; in Ramleh they tried to attack two 
Jewish families who lived there, and would bave succeeded had not the 
local authorities come to the rescue. 

The Jews in Ghasa were all collected together and shut upina house, 
which was safely guarded by the police for thirty-six hours. At Kafr 
Laba the Jewish colonists were forced to evacuate their homes and take 
refuge in Petach Tikvah, which town, owing to their presence within it, 
was at once thrown into a state of siege. A force of 2,000 Arabs attacked 
it, but the young men of the place, banding themselves together, drove 
them away. The Jewish losses were three killed and thirteen wounded, 
while the Arabs lost eight men, among them beingaSheik. An aeroplane 
which came to the relief of the besieged city threw bombs among the 
assailants, killing fifteen. 

At Rehoboth and Chederah, which were also attacked, the military 
were called in, but not before the insurgents had succeeded in burning 
down a number of houses at Chederah. . Another assault was made on 
Gederah, the Bilu colony. , 

During the last two days the attacks have died down, that is to say 
none of them have been serious, but it is not certain whether they 
will break out again or not. : 

And what was the cause of all this terrible bloodshed? The Govern- 
ment has forbidden the discussion of these events in the press, as it does 
not wish to prejudice the decision of the Commission which is now investi- 
gating the riots. The Judges who acted in the Jabotinsky affair bave also 
been engaged in this case. The Government reports in themselves are 
somewhat misleading, as they have mixed up the Jaffa riots with the 
the Workmen's May Day demonstrations among the Jews. An outsider, 
therefore, draws the conclusion that the two are connected. This fallacy 
should be exposed. 

What, then, are the real facts of the case? The General Union of ag 
Workers, it appears, had permission to hold a May Day Demonstration, af 
but the workers of the M.P.5. Communist Section—known as “ Mopo”— + | 
received no such permission. However, not to be outdone, they dccided 
to hold a festival and have a procession on their. own account. The oe 
Bolsheviks in Palestine, as is well known, are gradually decreasing in . 3% 
numbers—out of the eighty-six delegates recently elected, only six . :f 
appeared at the Haifa Conference of Workers. The procession was corres. : y 
pondingly small, andthe Jews, not suspecting any danger, came to blows sz ~ 
in the street with the M.P.S. This proved to be the Starting point of the 2 
riots. 

One incident in these terrible events that took place during the : 
attacks on the house of the Chaluzim which was full of young people, is ; 
worthy of note. It records the heroic behaviour of one_of the victims, 4 
Mrs. T'scherkasski. She was quite alone, and vainly attempted to prevent y 
the passage of a desperado armed with a kitchen knife, who was forcing ay 
his way through toa number of frightened girls. The poor woman's <4 
frantic efforts were, however, fruitless, and she fell in her effort to save ti 
her young charges. 

Disturbances also broke out all along the sea coast, and many % 


- 


‘massacres took place before help came. 


It is now quite clear that the whole of this sanguinary business was a 4 
pre-arranged affair, the May Day Demonstrations merely serving as a 7 
pretext. The Arabs hoped, once and for all, to cow the Jews and to put t 
an end to their further immigration into Palestine. The argument 
brought forward by the Arabs is that they have nothing personally 
against the Jews, as Jews, nor even against the Zionists, but that, as the 
immigrants are nothing. but Bolshevists, they must not be allowed to anf 
enter the country, and therefore the Government is against their 7a 
immigration. 

This is the kind of argument one is always hearing in Poland and 
Hungary: Europeans and Americans alike make use of it. It is at the = 
root of all the evil, it has prompted the Arabs to their fell work, and the 
Jews, who at last thought they were going back to their own country, to 
lead a peaceful life in the land of their fathers, are turned back at the 
threshold. It is all so plain and self-evident. 

The Jews, too, are-to blame. They have been too confident, too 
certain. - They thought everything was right when it was not. Here is 
an instance. On thearrival of Sir Herbert Samuel in Palestine, the Home 
Defence Force was at once disbanded. We put nothing inits place. The 
men had been very much underpaid, they could not live on their wages. 
The Zionist Commission came to their aid, and contributed to the upkeep 


of the Force. What happened? The new Government that came into | oo 
power with Sir Herbert Samuel, forbade the Force to accept the contribu. 7] 
tion, and no one was patriotic enough, no one was sufficiently far-seeing fs 


to warn the High Commissioner of this error in judgment. The Jews - 
were no longer protected. Then gradually, the stations that were so 
important to protect, had all protection withdrawn from them, just 
because the Jews themselves—the parties concerned—made no energetic 


protest agaiast the disbandment of the Home Defence Force. ef 
The year which has seen our two great political successes—the = 

decisions af the San Remo Conferences and the sending of Sir Herbert iy 

Samuel to Palestine—has also seen the failure of the Zionists in the Holy 


Land. Thatis all, and it is much. 
The Government only professes to deal with actualities, it has nothing 


to do with mere resolutions. So the Zionists have been kept in the back. ia 
ground, and the Arabs have come forward to take their place. Those 4 
Arabs who are extremists have therefore come to the conclusion that, a 
after all, Palestine belongs to them as it has apparently done for } 


hundreds of years, and the Jews are intruders. 

What do we see? Arabian extremists, well-known opponents of the 
Balfour Declaration, have obtained high Government positions; they 
have got the Executive into their own hands. They have told the 
Zionists that everything is all right, there is nothing to be feared. The 
Zionists, being weak and without great influence, have believed every- 
thing they have heard. Indeed, they had no choice but to believe; they 
were so outnumbered, so out-influenced. The Jewish population know 
very well that they have no adequate means for dealing with the immi- 
gration problem of a “hundred thousand realities.” 

The Yeshub now awaits the result in agonising suspense, and wonders 
whether the Government is going to make still further concessions to the 


Arabs, whether it will stop immigration altogether. Jewry is anxious i 
these days. If—for only a few weeks—the Arabs could manage to suspend tf 
immigration, then they would be able to stir up further strife —perhaps ig 


arrange a few more riots—and then the country would become theirs, and 
theirs alone.

At a general meeting of Jewish workers at Alexandria, under tho 
auspices of the local Poale Zion, protests were made against the Jaffa 
massacres organised months ago by mysterious influences headed by a 
clique of Arab Effendis. The stoppage of immigration was a most terrible 


blow and a moral offence to the Jewish nation. The meeting demanded , 


an impartial enquiry, punishment of the guilty, and the immediate 
re-opening of Eretz Yisrael for Jewish immigration, They appeal to 
British labour to help so that justice may be done.

-A DAY OF MOURNING. 
"FROM OUR EAST END CORRESPONDENT.) 

A large number of Jews will, no doubt, respond to the proclamation 
by the Rabbis of Palestine to keep Monday next asa day of mourning and 
fasting in commemoration of their coreligionists who have fallen in Jaffa 
and in some of the colonies. But the great majority, while observing the 
day of mourning in some form or other, will no doubt give pidyan 
(redemption), and make some offerings for the Jews in Palestine. in 
lieu of fasting. 

In connection with the day of mourning, it may be stated that a 
group of Hebrew writers and admirers of the late Chaim Brenner, have 
arranged a gathering for Sunday evening at Jews’ College, where a number 
of speakers will address the audience on the personality of that gifted 
author who has met with so terrible a fate. : 

The happenings in Jaffa have had the effect of converting the East 
End to the idea of a Jewish Unitin Palestine. The scheme which was 
first formulated by Mr. Jabotinsky during the war, it will be remembered, 


‘ aroused the strongest opposition in the East End. Now, however, it is 


generally agreed that such a Jewish defence force is inevitable. 


Resolutions expressing confidence in Sir Herbert Samuel and in the 
British Government, while protesting against the behaviour of fanatics, 
guilty of looting and murder, have been passed by numerous Zionist 
societies thronghout the world. In addition to organisations in Great 
Britain and the Dominions, resolutions to that effect have been adopted 
at meetings heldat Warsaw, Rome, Cairo, Buenos Aires, Salonika, Zurich, 
Constantinople, Vilna, Sofia, Adrianople, Trieste, and Reval. 


THE SITUATION IN AMERICA.’ 


CONFERENCE OF LEADERS. 
Cross CHARGES. 

An unofficial conference called by influential New York Jews, 
including Dr. Magnes,. Rabbi Caplan, Dr. Bendorly, and Judge Rosalsky 
was held in New York on the 19th May. 

Dr. Weizmann, Mr. M. Ussischkin, Judge Mack, and Prof. Frank- 
furter were invited toexplain their differences to the conference. 

Judge Mack defended the policy and attitude of the administration of 
the American Zionist Organisation. He charged Dr. Weizmann with 
promoting national “ Gegenwartsarbeit” at this period, and severely 
criticised Mr. Ussischkin, particularly for the purchase of Emek-Jesreel 
and the mismanagement of the Funds in his possession as Chairman of 
the Zionist Commission in Jerusalem. : 

Prof. Frankfurter analysed the activities of the present Executive o 
the Zionist World Organisation, and declared that Dr. Weizmann, Mr. 
Ussischkin, Mr. V. Jabotinsky, and Mr. H. Ziatopolsky were desirous of 


dominating the Organisation. 


In his reply, Dr.. Weizmann explained the fundamental differences 
between the Executive of the Zionist World Organisation and the 
administration of the American Zionist Organisation. He drew attention 
to the opposition shown towards the Keren Hayesod, the notorious 
advertisements published in the daily Press against the fund, and 
the whispering insinuations made for the purpose of inducing Lord Percy 
and others to believe that Mr. Ussischkin was in sympathy with the 
Communists in Palestine. Dr. Weizmann further stated that he and his 
colleagues had nothing in common with men of Professor Frankfurter’s 
type, who were unsympathetic to Jewish aspirations and policies. 

Mr. Ussischkin, in his speech, demanded activity and discipline 
from the administration of the American Zionists. Criticism of the 
charter of the Keren Hayesod could be made at the Zionist Congress 
which is to be held at Carisbad, and where the policy of the present 
executive will be made clearand all opponents will have an opportunity of 
expressing their views. Mr. Ussischkin declared that he would repeat 


such purchases as that of Emek-Jesreel if he had the opportunity of doing 


so. He would also continue to use the available funds if the American 
Zionists did not send money.—/.C.P. 


THE CORRESPONDENCE BETWEEN JUDGE MACK 
AND DR. WEIZMANN. 


In the last issue of the JEWISH CHRONICLE we published in full Dr, | 


Weizmann’s letter to Judge Mack, in reference to the charge that the 
former had “abruptly terminated the negotiations.” Wenow give a sum- 
mary of the further correspondence that ensued. Judge Mack, in reply 
to Dr. Weizmann’s letter mentioned above, stated that Dr. Weizmanu 
had accepted the suggestion that the Keren Hayesod of the United States 
should be exclusively a donation fund. This was agreed to, Judge Mack 
says, on April 16th. On April 17th, without any reason being given, Dr. 
Weizmann rejected the proposal. Judge Mack reiterates the state- 
ment that the creation of a donation fund separate from investments 
and the proper and adequate safeguarding of all expenditure in 


Palestine, of all monies collected, are pre-requisites from which thee 


Zionist Organisation of America cannot depart. The promise made in 
London for the establishment ofa Board of Trustees and of a monthly report 
of receipts and expenditures, has hot been kept. As an example of the 
financial methods to which the American Organisation objected, Jadge 
Mack instances the land purchase effected by the Zionist Commission, 
and wrongly, in the name of the Jewish National Fund, which involved a 
diversion of National Fund money, carmarked for other purposes, and 
committed the Fund to a policy which had not even been considered. 
The attempt of the Governor of the Fund to veto the purchase, as he was 
empowered to do, was being hindered by the Keren Hayesod. Th 
American Organisation therefore declined in these circumstances to ba 
represented on the Keren Hayesod, as at present constituted. 

In reply, Dr. Weizmann suggested a further conference to compose 
differences, and was prepared, provided nothing was done to impair the 
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integrity of the World Zionist Organisation, to leave no avenue of 
approach unexplored. Judge Mack answered this communication by 
pointing out that there was no desire to impair the integrity of the World 
Zionist Organisation. The American Organisation would be prepared to 
resume the conferences on the sole basis that the Donation Fund must 
be created separately from investments, and that expenditure in Pales. 
tine of all sums collected must be adequately and properly safeguarded. 
From these standards of trusteeship they could not depart.

PROF. GEDDES ON THE UNIVERSITY OF 
JERUSALEM. 

In the course of a long letter to a corresrondent, which appeared in 
the Scpoteman on May 18th, Professor Patrick Geddes, the architeet of the 
future University of Jerusalem, gives a detailed description of the site 
and design. The central feature is to be the great dome, a universal 
feature of religious expression, representing on a small human scale the 
great dome of the heavens. Round the central hall will run the main 
buildings, in a pentagonal block, one side of the dome being left open 
towards Jerusalem, centring on the old temple site. The great library 
and reading room will occupy one side, the great dining hall the other. 
Music, mathematics, and philosophy will have their sites on the three 
other sides. From these again the buildings will radiate in three main 
ranges, for the other studies, professions, and faculties, with minor build- 
ings linking up between over the ridges and hill tops and down them, at 
two or three different levels on successive descending contours. The 


general scheme will work up in crescendo fashion, through gate after 


gate to the great portal of the dome of unity. 


MR. CHURCHILL’S STATEMENT. 


It is understood (says the Jewish World), that Mr. Churchill will make 
his statement on Palestine next week—probably on the Thursday or the 
Friday—and that on the same day Sir Herbert Samuel will take the 
opportunity of making a public speech on the situation, with particular 
reference to the question of Immigration and its suspension. Both 
deliverances will be greatly welcomed, and we sincerely hope that Mr. 
Churchill will say what be has to, clearly and unequivocally. We want to 
know from him what his idea of a Jewish National Home reallyis. It is 
really a simple albeit an urgent matter. Does it accord with that of Dr. 
Weizmann—the setting up of conditions, economic, political, and cultural, 
which shall be ancillary to the establishment ultimately of a Jewish 
Commonwealth in Palestine, as Jewish as England is English; or with 
thatof Mr. Montefiore—a Convalescent Home for Jews graciously granted 
in a Palestinian State (virtually Arab) the inhabitants of which are to be 
politically British for ever? It may be that Mr. Churchillhas an alter- 
native idea. In any case, whether from the Zionist point of view it is 


bad, good, or indifferent, we ought to know (the Jewish World argues), 


what it is, and thus exactly where National Jews stand in the matter.

By the gourtsey of Mr. J. Ross (Chairman of 
the Council) an opportunity of meeting f:. Zeitiyn was given at a reception 
held on Tuesday. A strong Committee was appointed for the Keren Hayesod, 
On Wednesday, Mr. Zeitiyn addressed a public meeting. Mr. J. Ross 
presided' over a large attendance. An appeal was made by Mr. Zeitiyn and 
was sympathetically received by the audience. Thanks were accorded to Mr.

GLASGOW. 

A meeting of the local branch of the Jewish National Fund was held on the 
18th inst. It was reported that arrangements had been made for the clearing 
of the Jewish National Fund boxes in Glasgow on Sunday next. 

LEEDS. 

A public meeting in connection with the Jaffa affray was held under the 
auspices of the Joint Zionist Council at the New Briggate Synagogue on Sunday. 
The Chairman of the Council, Mr. M. Silman, presided. The meeting was 
addressed by Mr. M. Grossman, Editor of the Tribune, Rabbi H. Hurwitz, Rev. 
Dr. Abelson, Dr.S. Brodetsky,and Mr. D. I. Sandelson, M.B.E. The Rev.C. Kahan 
recited the Hazkara in memory of the fallen. The following resolutions were 
passed; ‘‘ That this mass meeting of the Jews of Leeds places on record its sense 
of deep sorrow at the riots which have taken place at Jaffa, and at the loss of 
80 many Valuable Jewish lives on that occasion. This meeting desires to express 
its complete confidence in the efforts of the High Commissioner for the restora- 
tion of order in the country; and conveys to him the earnest hope that 
immediate steps shall be taken by him to resume an increased Jewish immigra- 
tion in Eretz Yisrael, and to give the Jewish people who helped to liberate 
Palestine a chance of sharing in the maintenance of public order in the country. 
That a copy of this resolution be conveyed to the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies and the High Commissioner for Palestine.’’ ‘‘ That this mass meeting 
reaflirms the unflinching resolve of the Jewish people to carry the Balfour 
Declaration into effect and appeals to all Jews, individually and collectively, to 
make the utmost possible effort to raise the necessary funds which will enable 
the imreediate immigration-of Chaluzim and other Jewish settlers into 
Palestine.’’ A vote of thanks to Mr. M. Grossman was proposed by Mr. 8. P. 
Abrams, B.A., and seconded by Mr. 8. Adler. A vote of thanks was accorded to 
Mr. W. Cohen, the President of the New Briggate Synagogue, to Mr. W. Sielk, 
the Vice-President of that synagogue, and to the Committee. Thanks were 
also accorded to the Rev. C. Kahan.

Sir,—So long as Mr. Jabotinsky, although he considers himself a 
practical man, continues to think that a nation can be built up upon 
schnorring, 80 long will the so-called “ National Home” be a failure. 

So long as our leaders continue thinking that they can fool all the 
poo all the time—they have had a pretty long run—so long will the 
datory Power try to please everybody and succeed in pleasing nobody. 


So long as the financial business of the Organisation is not conducted 


on business lines, so long will the Jewish business man refuse to invest. 

So long as the Zionist leaders with their Ghetto mentality and their 
bureaucratic ways are at the helm, so long will we be relegated to ponder- 
ing only upon the tragedy of the Jewish people. 

So long as Palestine is not handed over to us Jews lock, stock and 
barrel because, although we are in a minority there, we represent a 
nation of twelve milllon people, we shall simply be building up there a 
second Ireland; and in fifty years’ time, instead of Black and Tan, there 
will be black and blue.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sin,— Zionist Societies and Federations will be engaged during the 
next few months in making preparations for the forthcoming Zionist 
Congress, which admittedly will be the most important gathoring 
in the history of the Movement. Many questions of policy will be 
anxiously discussed, with a view to giving general directions to the 
delegates to be appointed, 

I write to suggest that the question of adequate financial control is 
one of the most important matters with which the coming Congress 
should deal, and societies would do well seriously to investigate this 
question, which has a most important bearing upon the future of the 
Organisation and the Movement generally. 

It must be obvious to all that for two:important reasons the question 
of financial control is a vital one. In the first place, unless there is 
complete confidence on the ‘part of the Jewish public in the administra- 
tive methods of the Zionist Organisation, the raising of funds will be 
seriousiy hampered; and, secondly, if funds are raised and unwisely 
spent the amount of effective work that can be accomplished will be 
That misgivings on this point are well fonnded there 
is abundant evidence. I myself last summer in your columaos subjected 
the published accounts of the Zionist Organisation to an analysis 
and some criticism which met with but the feeblest reply from the 
then Treasurer of the Organisation. Practically every one of my 
Criticisms have since been borne out by the report of the Reorganisa- 
tion Commission, consisting of Messrs. Julius Simon, Nehemia De 
Lieme, and Robert Szold, which was appointed in September of last 
year for the purpose of investigating and reorganising the work of the 
Zionist Organisation and its institutfons in Palestine. The report has 
been published in America, and is thus available to the general public. 
It is notorious that the sudden restriction of the plenary powers accorded 
to this Commission ied to the resignation from the Zionist Executive of 
Messrs. Simon and De Lieme. In view of the stand which these centle- 
men made on this very question of financial control, it becomes all the 
more important to insist that it shall be brought to the very fore-front of 
Zionist politics in the period before the Congress. This is the chief point 
of the controversy between the Zionist Organisation of America and Dr. 
Weizmann, and it is important that the main issue should not be over- 
shadowed by minor considerations. 

The main facts that appear from the Commission’s Report are that 
there was no adequate budgetting system; that no attempt was made to 
confine expenditure to the actual resources of the Organisation; that 
liabilities were incurred without any provision for meeting them; that 
funds voted for one purpose were applied to another; that no regard was 
paid to the provisions of Trusts, and that there was no proper system of 
book-keeping or auditing. This does not by any means exhaust the 
criticism by the Reorganisation Committee of the methods of the Zionist 
Commission in Palestine, and the allegations are supported by what 
appear to be incontestible facts. 

During the short time that the Reorganisation Commission was in 
Palestine it made important recommendations for reform, and indicated 
the means by which large savings might be effected; but we are in the 
dark as to how far these recommendations have been carried out. There 
is reason.to fear that with the departure from the Zionist stage of the 
men chiefly responsible for making the recommendations, the old system 
has been pursued with impunity. 

What one chiefly deplores in this matter is the lack of frankness 
displayed by the Zionist Nxecutive towards the public. The Reorganisa- 
tion Commission’s report is a document of first-class importance. The 
fact that it has seen the light at all is due to the courage of the American 
Zionists. Nothing is more disquieting in a democratic movement than a 
feeling that the leaders have something to hide. | . 

The question of financial control applies in enhanced measure to the 
“Keren Hayesod,” because this. will be the main fund of the Zionist 
Movement in the future. There are many who think that indecent haste 
was shown in incorporating the Fund under the Companies’ Acts, and 
thus giving it a permanent form before the Congress had had an oppor- 
tunity of approving the main outlines of its constitution. A close exami- 
nation of the provisions of the Memorandum and Articles of Association 
indicates that the opportunities of control either by the Zionist 
Organisation or by the contributors will be extremely limited. 
While the Executive of the Zionist Organisation is given power to 
remove or to nominate Directors of the Board, successors or new 
members must be members of the Keren Hayesod Association— 
which they can become only through election by the Board itself. 
Neither the Zionist Congress nor the contributors have any control over 
policy and administration, disposition of funds, or the safe-guarding of the 
expenditures of the Keren Hayesod. The members of the Association 
have no control over the Board; the sole function of the members in 
general meeting is to consider the accounts and annual report and fix the 
remuneration of the auditors. Moreover, a general meeting may be called 
at seven days’ notice at a registered address in the United Kingdom, 
which would render it impossible for the majority of the members to 
attend; while the quorum is fixed at ten—irrespective of the size of 
membership. Members have not the right to inspect the accounts. It 


- Will be seen, therefore, that the opportunities of financial control on the 


art of the Zionist Organisation are extremely limited. -The “ Keren 

yesod” directorate will practically have carte blanche to dispose of the 
monies collected, and the Congress—the democratic instrument of 
control of Zionist affairs—will have no determinative voice in regard to 


~ the fund. 


It is well that the attention of Zionists should. be drawn to these 
matters, because the majority have no time or opportunity to investigate 
them for themselves, and they are dependent for their information upon 


- the pronouncements of the leaders. ,

Zionism and “ Liberal” Judaism: 
The Appointment of Mr. M. L. Perlzweig.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sirn,—May IT, in the name of a large number of young Zionists in 
London, use the columns of your valuable journal to express our great 
dissatisfaction at the acceptance by Mr. M. L. Perlzweig of the position of 
Minister to the North London “Liberal” Synagogue. His action in this 
can be looked upon as nothing less than that of traitorousness to the 
cause of Zionism, and his attempt, in your last issue, to prove that 
“Liberal” Judaism and Zionism are quite compatible, is altogether 
feeble. 

‘Liberal ” Judaism is from its very raison d’étre antagonistic to the 
principles of Zionism ; and no one of the recognised heads of the Liberal 
Jewish movement would deny this. The attitude of Mr. Montefiore and 
of Rabbi Mattuck to Zionism is well known; and they are merely con- 
sistent with the historical principles of that movement. In his article 
“Reform Judaism from the point of view of a Reform Jew” (Jewish 
Encyclopwdia), Vol. vi., Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, the great “ Liberal” Jew 
of Chicago, definitely states that “Reform .conceives of the destiny 
of Israel as not bound up in the return to Palestine,” and that “the goal 
of Jewish History is not a Messianic State in Palestine.” Under the 
heading of “ Negations of Reform,” Dr. Hirsch states that “it eliminates 
from the prayer-book all references to the Messiah, the return to Pales 
tine, and the restoration of the national sacerdotal scheme.” This has 
obviously been adopted by the North London “Liberal” Synagogue, 
where the Minister, himsolf, in reading the King’s Prayer, advisedly omits 
the words “ And may the redeemer come to Zion”! 

Again, Dr, D. Phillipson, the well-known American Rabbi of the Bene 
Israel Reform Congregation, says in connection with the Union Prayer 
Book, prepared and published by the Central Conference of American 
Reform Rabbis, that “the characteristic doctrines of the Reform move- 
ment which differentiate it from traditionalism. find constant expression 
in the prayers: the universalism of Israel's mission as the priest-people 
in place of the nationalism involved in the belief in the return to 
Palestine, the establishment of the Jewish State,and the restoration of 
the Aaronic priesthood.” 

No arguments, then, on the part of Mr. Perlzweig can convince those 
with whom Judaism and Zionism are inseparably bound together, that 
his adoption of an official position in a Synagoguc; whose services corre- 
spond, in every respect, to the programme of anti-Zionistic * Liberal” 
Jewish Rabbis, is anything but an ipso facto abandonment of Zionism.

Agudas Yisrael. 


Reports received from Palestine describe the great enthusiasm 
manifested on the arrival of the famous Chassidim Rabbi of Ger, the 
President of the Agudas Yisrael in Poland. Representatives of all Jewish 
communities, Rabbis, and prominent laymen awaited the Rabbi at the 
railway station of Jerusalem. — 

It is significant that the “Ad’mur”™ has had several confercnces with 
Rabbis Kuk and Sonnenfeld with the view of bringing about an under- 


standing between these two leaders of the Ashkenazim in Jerusalem. 


The Palestine centres of Agudas Yisracl have, together with the 
Pekidim and Amarkalim in Holland, made themselves responsible for the 
maintenance of the Yemenite and other schools in Jerusalem, which 
together have about 1,000 pupils and a yearly expenditure of £#,000. 

The Acting Sub-Committee of the Central Council has voted 500,000 


- marks for the immediate transference of Ukrainian orphans to Palestine ; 


100,000 marks for Ukrainian Relief; and 50,000 marks for Ukrainian 
Refugees in Poland. 

The Palestine Centre for Eastern Europe during 1920 sent seven 
hundred immigrants to Palestine. The Reconstruction Fund maintains 
ten Orphan Asylums and has established several co-operative soci~ties 
and industrial banks in Poland. The Czecho-Slovak Agudah maintains 
several hundreds of talmudical students at the various Yeshiboth.— 

A conference, under the auspices of the Agudas Yisrael Organisation 
for the United Kingdom, was held last week at the Devonshire House Hote). 
There were present :

Dr. P. Kohn, member of the Central Council of the Agudas Virerael 
World Organisation, gave a report on Agudas Yisrael activities in Kastern 
Europe and in Palestine. In the upheaval following upon the German 
occupation of Poland, etc., religious life had suffered a very serious set- 
back. There had been a great danger that the Chedarim and Yeshiboth, 
the training schools of faithfal Jewry, would be swept away. It was due 
to the activity of the Agudah that model Talmud Torah schools were set 
up, which are now attended by over 100,000 children, and for which the 
Agudah in Poland, unaided by American or English relief monies, had con- 
tributed the stupendous sum of 70 million Polish marksin 1920. A further 
problem with which the Agudah had had to grapple was the moral and 
financial support of refugees from so-called evacuated districts. It was 
very significant that the Chassidim with their Rabbis had joined the 
Agudah en bloc. 

In Czecho-Slovakia, where the well organised Union of Orthodox Con- 
gregations had made common cause with the Agudah, and in Rumania 
where Chief Rabbi Zirelsohn was the President of the local Branch, the 
Agudah had been successful in re-establishing the somewhat shaken 
respect for Jewish Religious life among all classes of the Jewish people. 
The social work of the Agadah was best illustrated by the great success 
of the Wholesale Co-operative Societies established under its auspices in 
various countries in the East. The Transport and Shipping Agency 
“* Siloah,” has now opened agencies in the principal Jewish towns of Poland. 
Palestine activity of the Agudah was directed in the first instance to the 
strengthening of the old Yishub. The Vienna Afudas Yisrael Centre 
spent fifteen million Kronen for, the cost of transporting refugees to 
Palestine, besides presenting to each family a sewing machine or the like 
to enable them to earn their living in the Holy Land. The recent 
visits of the Agudah Delegations to Palestine have had a remarkable 
effect upon Jewish opinion throughout Eastern Europe. The High 
Commissioner, Sir Herbert Samuel, called on the Chief Rabbi 
of Ger during his recent visit to Jerusalem. The Agudah was 
making the greatest efforts in raising the funds necessary for the first 
orthodox colony in Palestine.

BITTER ATTACKS UPON CORELIGIONISTS. 


LEAGUE OF “BRITISH” JEWS: ANNUAL MEETING. 

The annual general meeting of the League of British Jews was held 
last Thursday afternoon at 38, Fitzroy Square. There was an attendance 
of about thirty persons. 

Mr. LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD, O.B.E., M.P., the President, who was 
in the Chair, said that although the League had not been very active 
during the past year, owing tothe fact that they had been waiting for the 
ratification of the Palestine Mandate, they had maintained a watching 
brief in all matters connected with British Jewry. This was very neces- 
sary in these days of anti-Semitism, and especially when there were all 
kinds of foreign bodies pulling this way and that, and paying no attention 
to the needs or feelings of those Jews -who reside in Great Britain, and 
look upon themselves as loyal subjects of the Crown and as good 
Britishers as any other inhabitants of the country. 

Mr. CHARLES COHEN proposed the re-election of the Council en bloc. 
It seemed to him, he said, that the League was on the way to do very 
good work for the British Jews—those who were not going to be led astray 
by the foreign Jews who were undermining the true feeling of the British 
Jews. He did not believe there was any wave of anti-Semitism—there 
were simply ravings on the part of certain newspaper rags. 

Mr. ARTHUR EB, FRANKLIN, J.P., seconded the resolution. He drew 
attention to a matter which, when he was recently in Palestine, had come 
to his notice in connection with the Treaty of Sevres. Article 95 of that 
Treaty stated that the rights.and political status of Jews in other 
countries should be safeguarded, but Article 129 stated that Jews of 
other than Turkish nationality who are habitually resident within the 
boundary of Palestine would ipso facto become citizens of Palestine, to 
the exclusion of any other nationality, while Britons of the Christian 
faith resident there would be allowed to retain their British nationality. 
He hoped the clause would be so modified as only to deal witht members 
of those nations where the Jews had not equal rights with their fellow- 
citizens. The whole thing, he thought, was really a mistake, and that in 
attempting to do acertain thing the British Government had gone too far. 

Mr. CLAUDE G, MONTEFIORE considered that the principles for which 
the League stood were becoming more and more accepted by the great 
bulk of their fellow-citizens, but it was essential thatthey should continue 
their vigilance, because their opponents were still active. He emphasised 
their main principle-——that .the term Jew stands primarily, not for a 
member of a nationality, but of a religious faith. He did not deny a 
fecsondary racial signification like that of the Slav.rac:, but he did deny 
that the term Jew could be paralleled by such terms as Swede, Dane, etc. 
The words used in Mr. Balfour’s Declaration were by no means to their 
taste, but they might be pleased tothink thatthe League of British Jews 
had had something to do with bringing about an interpretation of those 
words that tended in a direction of which they themselves approved, 
and would like to see generally accepted. ‘ National Home” bad cometo 
mean a place where, in conjunction with men and women of other 
creeds and nationalities, some Jews could help, and be helped, to build up 
& new nation in prosperity and freedom—a Palestinian nation. Whenthey 
considered the appalling sufferings of members of their faith in.Eastern 
Europe, they could not but enjoy the thought that there should be such 
a place where a certain number of our people could live in freedom and 
happiness. What they had to see to was that that minority of Jews 
should,in building up the Home, not do anything which would be inimical 
to the true interests of the gteat niajority of their brethren in faith who 
have to live outside Palestine. 

Mr. ARTHUR FRANKLIN moved that the Executive of the League be 
instructed to approach the British Government with a view to the modi- 
fication of Article 129 of the Treaty of Sevres, so as to prevent any British 
Jewish subject from being compelled to surrender his British citizenship 
in consequence of residing in Palestine. 

The resolution, having been seconded by Mr. FRANK L. COHEN, was 
carried unanimously. Mr. Cohen then moved the re-election of the 
President and hon. officers. Mr. LAURIE MAGNUS seconded the motion, 
which was adopted. | 

Lord SWAYTHLING considered that the right people to address their 
fellow-countrymen were Jews of English political nationality. The noisy 
minority who bad got the ear of the authorities never had represented, 
and. would not be allowed to represent, their fellow-coreligionists in this 
country. 

Sir PHrtiep MAGNuwuS, M.P., said that so long as British Jews resident 
in any country could be deprived of their national rights, it was essential 
that some body should exist to speak on their behalf. 

The Hon. Auditors were re-elected, on the motion of Miss Hannah 
Cohen, seconded by Mr. Lionel Lowy, who moved a vote of thanks to the 
Chairman.

THE MYSTICS OF SAFED. 


LECTURE BY THE REV. MORRIS JOSEPH, 


The Rev. Morris Joseph lectured at Toynbee Hall on Tuesday 
evening, on “ The Mystics of Safed.” The lecture was the fourth of the series 
delivered under the auspices of the Jewish Historical Society under the 
University Extension Scheme. 

Mr. JosepH said that the picture he would attempt: to give that 
evening of~life in the city of Safed, a little town on a hill in 
Upper Galilee, was not a picture of a great drama or a tragedy, nor 
were the actors awe-inspiring figures. They were only peaceful rabbis, 
and their battles were purely spiritual. The chief interest: lay 
in the unusual depths of their spirithal research. To Safed had 
come by degrees many fugitives from‘ Spain. They attributed the 
terrible sufferings, preceding the great expulsion, and the expulsion 
itself to their own shortcomings, and they went to Palestine with 
the intention of repenting and seeking redemption for. their sins 
by communion with the Most High. At the beginning of the 
sixteenth century, Safed had three synagogues and one Talmudical 
College. At the end of the century. there were eighteen synagogues:and 
twenty-one colleges. It was reiigion that bad effected this transformna- 
tion. The town was like a revivalist camp in permanence: Its inhabit- 


-ants banded themselves into societies for godly living and for Taimudic 


study. The common round of their life was transfigured by a noble 
spirit. They gave themselves to the quest of Ged. They scourged 


themselves and they fasted. They indu'ged in weekly confessions of sin. 
At midnight they rose from their beds and occupied themselves in prayer 
and study until daybreak. They ied the ascetic life, and made Safed a 
veritable City of God. 

The mysticism which played so large a role in this remarkable com- 
[t must never. be: forgotten 
that Jewish mysticism was never a foe to authority: It was but the 
supplement to the Talmud. The leaders of the community were 
mysterious and elect, men who could work miracles, who conversed with 
the saints, who had lived in Heaven. It was a privilege to live with such 
men, and the inhabitants of the city became a band of devotees, pledgod 
to the redemption of Israe). 

The greatest figure in Safed was Joseph Caro, the compiler’ of 
Born in Spain in 1483, he had, after: painful 
wanderings, settled in Palestine. His profound learning, his. great 
character, and his mysticism soon won him the leading place in his adopted 
city, and he soon was made Chief Rabbi. Combined with his mystical 
conceptions was his scrupulous reverence for ritual, a combination 


which, though strange, had many parallels in Jewish history. Caro 
aspired to be the universally recognised authority in Jewry: 
His. great work, the Skulchan Aruch, was . desigaed to hasten 


the coming of the Messianic cpoch, and though he did not live to 
see it such men as he brought the Golden Age a step nearer, Mysticism 
such as his, combined with his respect for ritual, dave a heightened sidgnifi- 


cance to the latter. It was true that it was sometimes carried 
too fay, but it was also a power for good when § interpreted 
by men of so noble a. character as Caro. Caro, like so 


many great sages of his type, became a figure of legend. . He was 
credited with occult powers and with eommunion with the saints of old. 
He also claimed to have a“ Maggid,” which in his case Was a personification 
of the Mishna, and whose conversations with him were published some 
years after his death. This genius did not hesitate now and again to 
indulge in very earthly advice, but on the whole the work does represent 
what the “ Maggid” .can realiy be described as; as a personification of a 
man’s higher self. Caro, with all bis great learning, was very human, a 
great lover of his fellow men, and died in 1575, amid universal mourning. 

Isaac Luria, next to Caro, was the greatest of Safed worthies, Lucia 
was the greatest of the myatics, and though he died before hc was forty it 
was to him that the Kabbaia owed its popularity. He was born in Jeru. 
salem in 1534, and already at the age of seventeen acquired a great 
reputation as a Talmudic scholar. But he was attracted by the habbala, 
and for six years he devoted himself to.the study of the Zohar. A man 
of magnetic personality, he led a life of asceticism and contennlatien. 
He was a philosopher of the peripatetic schoo!, and uttered his teachings 
to his disciples and pupils while visiting the graves of the saints of Safed. 
He was carried off by the plague in 1572, but he bad even before that 
time acquired a legendary fame. He was reputed to fly up to heaven at 
night, and to have called the dead to life, and even to this day he is a 
mysterious and fabulous figure. 

The lecturer concluded with a short résumé of the life of Luria’s 
foremost disciple, Cvaim Vital, and with a tribute to the value of true 
mysticism in the foundation of spiritual life.

The Rev. A. A. GREEN, who presided, said that they had met with 
the desire to make known the important and most necessitous work 
which the Jewish Hospital was doing and for the purpose of eliciting 
support to it. It was a movement which should appeal to every 
sympathetic Jew and Jewess in the metropolis. There was atime when 
the movement met with much opposition from people who thought that 
another specifically Jewish institution was not necessary, and might 
cause jealousy outside, and isolation inside. He, himself, at that time, 
had shared that opposition, but he had since altered his opinion. There 
was a religious principle at the back of the movement—the principle of 
Jewish association, sympathy, and feeling. The dietary laws were part 
of the life of the Jewish Community, and there were occasions 
when people’ sometimes sacrificed their health rather than sacrifice 
their religious principles. He had known many cases of that 
kind, to whose loyalty they owed a great deal, and for whose 
benefit they thust provide ample needs. It had been said that the 
London Hospital was jealous of the Jewish Hospital. There was no 
need for such jealousyif it existed. The reason why the London 
Hospital was in such financial straits was the fact that it was not 
supported by the general public asit should be. Asan East End worker 
he knew that in some places the Jew suffered just because he was a 
Jew. He hada bad time in workhouses and infirmaries and often felt 
unhappy and uncomfortable. It was the Jewish Hospital that came to 
the rescue at a time when it was most needed, whose founders had 
struggled successfully to establish it in the teeth of opposition. The 
Hospital was now afact. The good name of the Jewish Community was 
wrapt upinit. The community possessed the means, energy and brains, 
and it was their duty to recognise the valuable labours of the founders 
and support them wholeheartedly so that the Hospital could be ma“ea 
model institution and a credit to the community. 

Dr. J. BURNFORD said that now that the Hospital was born it was 
necessary to plead for its existence. Institutions entirely Jewish in their 
aims should be supported by the Community.

Lion Hospital Aid Society. 


The annual festival dinner in aid of the funds of the Lion Hospital 
Aid Society was held yesterday week at the Great Eastern Hotel. Mr. 
SIDNEY J. WILLIAMS presided over a large gathering. 

The society was established on unsectarian lines some thirty years 
ago with the object of assisting the various hospitals and other medical 
charities in London, and their convalescent homes at the sea-side, and 
also to provide individuals with letters enabling them to obtain surgical 
instruments and spectacles. Since its foundation the society has dis- 
bursed £17,800. From the outbreak of war in 1914 until the Armistice 
the sum of £1,588 was subscribed to war charities. During the past year 
hospitals, etc., received £1,674, the largest amount donated since the 
society was founded, As the result of the handsome response made at 
the Society’s boxing tournament on behalf of St. Bartholomew’s Hospital 
a grant of £262 10s. was made to that institution. The Honorary Officers 
of the Society are Mr. 8S. H. Wagner, President (who has held the office 
twenty years); Mr..I. Aron, Vice-President; and Messrs. J. Mordecai and 
P. Presbury, Treasurers. 

The CHAIRMAN at the dinner, in proposing “Success to the Society,” 
mentioned that the collection in the first year of its existence was £20, 
and that last year it had risen to close on £2,000. No less than fifty-four 
institutions were aided in 1920; thus the society was relieving its members 
of individual responsibility. The Committee were a body of hard workers, 
for they devoted their evenings not only to giving but also to collecting. 

Mr. WAGNER, the President, in responding to the toast, said that the

The annual meeting of the Chevra Kadisha was held on Sunday in 
the Classrooms of the South Hackney Synagogne, Devonshire Road.

In moving the adoption of the report, the CHAIRMAN said that the last 
occasion the Chevra had met in that synagogue was eleven years ago.

The thanks of the society are duc to the Board 
of Management of St. Mary’s Hospital for the kind attention and skilful 
treatment received by patients from the doctors and midwives. The subscrip- 
tions in 1919-20 were £76 l6s., donations £7 7s., and interest £16 lis. u 
1920-21 the subscriptions were £69 3s. 6d., donations £1, and interest £13. 


A grant of £120 was made for the current expenses of the Rest Home. 

The Rest Home Sub-Committee’s report mentions in part :— 

The removal of the Children’s Holiday Home at Chinley to Delamere gave 
this Committee the opportunity of acquiring the lease and part of the equip- 
ment of the old Home, for the purpose of a Rest Home for mothers with babies 
and young children. The house, having been gradually altered and adapted 
during the many years it was a Holiday Home, is now exceptionally suitable for 
its new purpose and therefore a minimum of expense is being incurred. This 
Society is grateful to the Committee of the Delamere Home for the gift of thft 
part of their equipment which was unsuitable for Delamere. The mothers will 
pay as much as they can afford, but their contributions cannot cover the whole 
expenditure which will be involved, Increased and new subscriptions are 
therefore essential.

which took place this week as a result of its amalgamation with the 
Edinburgh Hebrew Congregation, Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches attended 
service in that synagogue on Sabbath morning and delivered an address. 
In the course of his observations, Dr. Daiches referred to the closing of 
the synagogue as an important eventin the history of the Edinburgh com- 
munity, and as signifying the realisation of a noble am tending to further 
the best interests of Judaism. However painful the parting might be to 
those who had worshipped in that building for many years, they would be 
consoled by the thought that it was the complete unity and the 
barmonious co-operation of all sections of the Jewish population of the 
city that they intended toaccomplish. They were thus setting an example 
to many other communities where the multiplication of synagogues was a 
source of constant friction, a cause of weakness, anda motive for the split- 
ting up of forces which could enhance the glory of Judaism when combined, 
but were rendered futile and even mutually destructive when divided. 
British Jewry, Rabbi Daiches continued, was suffering from the evil of 
separatism and sectionalism to a greater extent than perhaps any other 
Jewry in the world, and the number of synagogues that were constantly 
being acquired for the purpose of gratifying some individual whim or the 
ambitions of small groups was, in many cases, quite out of proportion to 
the actual needs of the communities which had to support them. The 


. depressing and degrading effect of this state of things was visible to every 


one, and often resulted in the estrangement of the minds of, the younger 


generation from Jewish teaching and practice, and the loss of prestige on | 


the part of the Jewish community among the general population. Where 
the division of forces was based on differences of principle and of practice 
it was unavoidable and was perfectly justified, but where there were no such 
differences dividing the worshippers it was a sin to leave them scattered 
and thus to destroy the spirit of brotherhood which should animate 
loyal Jews and Jewesses all over the world. In conciusion, Dr. Daiches 
expressed the hope that complete unity and harmony would always pre- 
vail in the community, that the peace of the congregation would be 
fostered and maintained, and that the time would soon come when the 
Jews of the city would worship in one great synagogue in which the spirit 
of true brotherhood would prevail and the light of Judaism would burao 
brightly and gloriously. aime 

Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches and Mrs. Daiches were present at the 
jaureation of the Crown Prince of Japan as honorary LL.D.of the University 
of Edinburgh, which took place on Friday lastin the Old University Library.

The past week has witnessed many violin recitals, and owing to the 
re-appearance of Kreisler, naturally a higher standard has been un. 
consciously set. Among those whose work stands out must be mentioned 


Miss Gladys Chester, who gave a recital at Wigmore Hall on Tuesday 
week. 


Another violinist of note was heard again in Mr. Isaac Losowsky. His 
programme was an admirable compromise of the old and modern schools 
of music, the former being represented by Tartini’s G minor Sonata, and 
the latter by the Metner B minor Sonata, in both of which as well as the 
other items, the player was splendidly accompanied by Mr. Max Pirani. 
Mr. Losowsky has a marked gift for rhythm and phrasing, and, with the 
addition of a little more warmth and exuberance, his playing would reach 
a very high standard. : 


An interesting re-appearance, after a long absence due to illness, was 
that of Mr. Thomas Fussell. This fine player will be remembered for his 
work some years back, At his recital last week in the Novello Hall, he 
showed that the enforced rest has if possible developed his powers still 
further. His undoubted gifts for expression and tone were shown to best 
advantage in the Elgar Sonata Op 28, and one by Gabriel Pierns (Op 50). 


The piano has, of course, been headed by the monarch of players, 
Benno Moiseiwitsch, and of his recitals detailed criticism is not necessary. 
Of the younger school; however, good work has been done by Mr. Hiward 
Jones and Mr. Egerton Tidmarsh. 


Mr. Tidmarsh is already a pianist of distinction, and brings to bear 
the enthusiasm of yough, coupled with a masterly technique and mobility 
of tone on the works he chooses. -His rendering therefore of a Bach 
Toccat, as well as the César Frank “Prelude, Aria, and Finale,” was 
noteworthy for the lucidity of style and temperamental spirit displayed. 


So many strangers approach our shores heralded with flattering 
notices that do not seem to be wholly deserved that it is always satis. 
factory to be able to agree with foreign contemporaries. This is the 
case with Mme. Rust Mellor, an American soprano, who gave a recital at 
Wigmore Hall on Thursday week. From the outset, Mme. Mellor displayed 
a wide range of musical. taste. Russian folk songs, French, American, 
Italian, and British composers, were called upon, and in all the singer 
displayed an excellent tone, free from harshness or affectation. 

Mme. Alexia Bassian is a singer who always attracfs a large following 

by reason of her finished work and dramatic perception of the spirit of 
the composer she interprets. - In tone, colour and diction, Mme. Bassian 
reaches a high order of artistic rendering. 
Another singer who created a favourable impression was Mr. Ingo 
Simon. He acted both wisely and appropriately in devoting his pro- 
gramme to Italian music of the classical school. His baritone voice, one 
of excellent timbre and range, was heard to good advantage in worksand 
arias of old Italian operas. His next recital at Wigmore Hall on Tuesday 
should be well attended. 

Chamber music has been adequately represented during the week by 
the concert of the Catterall Quartet and Marjorie Sotham, the Chamber 
Music Players, and the London Classical Quintet, in addition to the well. 
known artists joining forces in Miss Lena Kontorowitsch, Mr. Otscharkoff 
and Mr. Krish. Vocal music was represented by Boris Mirsky, assisted 
by Miss Kontorowitsch and Miss Jenny Hyman. Other concerts were 
those given by Dusbkin, the brilliant young violinist, Lester Donahue and 
the debut of Hulda Frisk Paulsen, assisted by Dushkin. 


At Wigmore Hall to-morrow evening, Jascha Spivakowsky is to give 
another pianoforte recital, his programme being devoted to Chopin and 
Liszt. On Monday, the Polish pianist, Mr. Joseph Sliwinski, gives the 
first of two pianoforte recitals. The proceeds will go to the Polish Red 
Cross Society. On Thursday next, at Queen's Hall, Leff Pouishnoff gives 
his last recital this season.” On Tuesday, Mr. Brailowsky gives a piano. 
forte recital at Wigmore Hall. Two great artists who are making a 
re-appearance are Huberman, to-morrow, at Wigmore Hall, and Arthur 
Rubinstein, on the llth prox. On Thursday next, Miss Ruth Draper 
returns for a summer series of concerts at Alolian Hall, and Boris 
Hambourg re-appears in England at Wigmore Hall. 


A new musical ‘prodigy has made his appearance in the English 
musical world. This is Addash Frydman, a young Polish boy, thirteen 
years of age, a violinist of outstanding ability, and who created a great 
sensation on his appearance at Devonshire Park, Eastbourne. Addash 
received his musical training at the Warsaw Conservatoire, at which he 
received a gold medal and was a member of the Warsaw Symphony 
Orchestra, and at Berlin. His teachers, who predicted a great future 
for him, were Professor Michaelovitch, of Warsaw, and Professor Fieder- 
man, of Berlin. He will make his débit to a West End audience at an 
early date, under the auspices of the well-known entrepreneur, Mr. H. 
Be -nhardt, who is a good judge of genius, as he was responsible for the 


Gissovery of John McCormack, Miss Margaret Cooper, and Benno 
Moiseiwitsch. 


A sensation was caused at Margate by the remarkable performance 
of Vivian Ellis, who is only sixteen years of age, and who is already 
acquiring a reputation as a composer of pianoforte sonatasand songs. At 
a concert at Margate, he played some of his own compositions, which 
were most favourably received. He is a grandson of Madame Julia Woolf, 
composer of the opera “Carina,” and one of the best-known pianists of 
her day. His mother, better known as Miss Maud Woolf, has also a high 
reputation as a violinist. , 

Mr. Paul Belinfante, known as “the mystery” violinist, who played 
in the West End streets on behalf of the ex-service unemployed, has 
been engaged by the Worthing Corporation as leader of its orchestra for 
the coming season. Mr. Belinfante is only twenty-three years of age. 

The second concert arranged by the O.R.T. will be held at the Hamp- 
Stead Town Hall, Haverstock Hill, on Tuesday evening next. The 
following artists will appear: Miss Stella Power (“Little Melba”), 


soprano; Messrs. Daniel Melisa, violin; Mr. Otscharkoff, ' cello; and Mr. 
Mostyn Thomas, baritone.
